Berlin, April 16.—In German official and 
political circles it is held that an outbreak 
of actual hostilities between the United 
States and Spain is merely a question of a 
brief time, as both countries have gone too 
far to recede. 

There has been a strong revulsion of pop- 
ular sentiment here. Last week the pre- 
ponderance was in favor of the United 
States: today the reverse is true. Presi- 
dent McKinley’s message 4s considered 
disappointing, and its import is regarded 
as anti-peace. 

Even the liberal press strongly disap- 
proves of it. A carping spirit {s shown 
throughout the press. The attitude of the 
government, however, differs widely from 
it. 

Will Remain Neutral. 

Baron von Bublow, the minister for for- 
eign affairs, had a long conversation this 
week with Untted States Ambassador 
White of the situation, and Mr. White em- 
powers the Associated Press to say that 
the minister gave him the strongest assuf- 
ances that Germany “in the event of war, 
will maintain the most strict. and loyal 
neutrality, without any arriere penseo,” 
and that it was “due to Baron yon Buelow's 
personal inspiration that the semi-official 
North German Gazette printed its declara- 
tion to this effect.”’ 

yermany’s care to avoid a possible mis- 
interpretation of her designs is shown in 
the fact that orders given some time ago 
to the home fleet to proceed early in May 
to Spanish waters for maneuvers, have been 
countermanded so as not to excite false 
hopes upon Spain's part.

BRITAIN SALUTES 


English Captain Fires Thundering Sa- 
lute to American Patriotism. 
Brunswick, Ga., April W.—(Special.)—The 
tritish steamship Saint Fillans, dipping the 
American flag and firing a salt([e to Amer- 
ican patriotism, made a sight \and sound 
today in Brunswick harbor that sent the 

bay wild with cheers. 

The Saint Fillans ig a Britisher which 
plles regularly between Brunswick and the 
continent. She is commanded by Vaviain 
Stabb. Stabb is a loyal Englishman, but 
admires that pluck and brawn of America, 
and particularly Brunswickians. ‘today he 
cleared for Liverpool. Just before casting 
off the ship’s lines, he held a hurried con- 
sultation with Chief of Pulice Beach. This 
resulted in Stabb getting permission to fire 
a salute. Down the bay the Britisher 
steamed, and when he let loose the demon- 
stration along the bay he eclipsed ail pre- 
vious local war records.

On the morning 
train Engineer Cooper, of the United States 
corps, arrived. Carriages were brought 
into play and one hundred laborers Ss8e- 
cured. It soon became known that the bat- 
teries for St. Simons and Jeky! islands 
were en route. Cooper here to build 
the emplacements. Later lighters loaded 
with men and munitions of war were veing 
towed to the islands. A demonstration en- 
sued at this.

“If I had, howeyer, but one minute, I 
would wish to say this, to which I am 
moved particular.y by what has fallen from 
the senator from Wisconsin, Mr. Spooner, 
the senator from Michigan, Mr. Burrows, 
and the senator from Connecticut, Mr. 
Platt. I think it is the greatest injustice 
on the part of senators to attribute to un- 
friendliness and a hostile spirit, everything 
which may be said by senators not in ac- 
cordance with what may be recommended 
by the president of the Untted States. I de- 
sire for myself to disclaim any such de- 
sign or any such spirit. The president of 
the United States has his prerogatives and 
we have ours; he has his duties and we 
ha@e ours, and each is respons.ble for the 
proper discharge of the same 

“Mr. President,,I have not been one 
of those who desire war. I think it 
is very greatly to be deplored. I know 
that it means death to many of the 
present generation and that it means 
a grievous burden of debt to the next 
generation. 

“Therefore, I thave entirely sympathized 
With the efforts of the president to avert 
war, and if he had not come to congress and 
said that his efforts were at an end, I would 
be willing, if he desired it, to give ‘him still 
further opportunity to avert war. It is ap- 
parent, however, that war must come, and 

only remains to shape the issue properly. 
A“But, Mr. President, that desire for peace 
does not relieve me from the necessity of 
passing upon the grave questions which 
are submitted today in view of my con- 
Stitutional obligation to decide upon the 
question as a member of the senate wheth- 
er there shall be war, and if war, in what 
manner it shall be waged. 

“Unfortunately, 1 differ from the presi- 
dent of the’ United States in hig recommen- 
dations. 

“The president of the United States 
asks that congress shall clothe him 
with the power to wage war at his dis- 
cretion. I think it would be uncon- 
stitutional to grant him that power, 
and consequently I cannot agree with 
him. 


“The resolutions paseed by the house of

power Therefore, under no circumstances 
could I, in view of my constitutional obli- 
gations, vote for these resolutions. But 
that is not hostility to the president. 

“In the same way I regard the recogni- 
tion of the independence of the Cubans as 
an essential in case of intervention.

“I say, not to go into the argument, 
that fs a position Which is absolutely ab- 
horrent to the gértus of our institutions 
and absolutely ineS#sistent with the letter 
and spirit of our @¥hstitution, and that it 
can only find propsr place in monarchial 
and absolute gover#menis. where the voice 
of the people and *® their reprasentatives 
is neither heard afr Recded. 

“But, Mr. Presid@t, I cannot go into it. 
However, I desire’ \ submit one further 
reflection in this coféection. There are two 
ways in which a @telaration of independ- 
ence May be regarded—one where there is 
no glispute about the fact of independence, 
the other where there is a dispute about the 
fact. In the one cage, recognition is a 
fcrmality, in the other case it ig the high. 
est act of governmental power. 

“The illustration of the latter ease is to 
be had in the declaration of our own inde- 
pendence. 

‘‘When we say that a people are free 
and independent we not necessarily 
mean that there is no dispute over it 
or that there is no contest over it. 

‘We mean to say that thereafter sover- 
eigntv shall rest in the new nation and 
that we dispute that it rests. or that it 
shal] thereafter rest, where it formerly 
rested. 

“When the people of the colonies decided 
in 1776 and proclaimed that they were free, 
they did not pretend that there was no 
further dispute about that fact. but they 
simply meant that thenceforth they repu- 
diated and denied the sovereignty of the 
government which had theretofore been 
over them, When France three years there- 
after recognized the government) of the 
United States as free and independent, it 
did not mean to say. that a!] doubt as to 
whether that independence had been ea- 
tablished was removed, but it simply meant 
to say that thereafter France recognized 
the sovereignty of this people and denied 
that thereafter there was or that thereaffer 
there should be, in the recognition of 
France, any sovereignty in the British 
government over this territory. 

“Therefore, when we say today that we 
recognize the independence of the Cuban 
people, we Mean to Say that we deny that 
thereafter there {s 4r shall be, in our recog. 
nition, any sovereignty of Spain in that 
island, 

“Mir. President, one word more on the 
subject of the rules with reference tu what 
Shall justify a government in recognizing 
the independence of a new government. All 
the rules with reference to what shall jus- 
tify a government in recognizing the in- 
Gependence of another nafion are made for 
the benefit of the parent nation from 
which the now government is to be sun- 
dered 

“It is to prevent injustice to that 
government, ani therefore the partic- 
ularity with which it is laid down that 
so long as there is a possibility, if you 
please, that that government can re- 
store its authority independence of the 


new government shall not be acknowl- 


edged. 

“Mr. President, one half of the argument 
of the learned senator from Wisconsin yes- 
terday was devoted to that question. While 
I would gladly reply in detail, I think it 
can all be disposed of with one single com- 
ment, and that js, that applying as it does 
only to the question of maintaining the 
right due to the parent nation to see that 
no injustice is done to the sovereignty of 
the parent nation, it has no place in a con- 
sideration where we AVoW at the same time 
our purpose to strike down the power of 
that nation.

It is no detraction from the brilliance of 
the debate of the day to state that the 
great and notable utterances of the closing 
hours of debate were made tonight. Mr.

It prevailed by a majority of four- 
teen, the vote being 51 to 37. By politic:l 
parties the vote was cast as follows: 

Yeas, republicans 11; democrats, 
28; populists, 7; silver republicans, 5. 

Nays, republicans, 32; democrats, 5. 

Upon the final vote the alignment of 
parties was quite different from that on 
the Turpie amendment. An analysis of it 
follows: 

Yeas, republicans 24; democrats 31; pop- 
ulists 7; silver republicans 6. Total 67. 

Nays, republicans 19; democrats > te 
tal 21. 

The resolution as finally agreed upon by 
the senate recognizes the independence of 
the people and republic of Cuba, demands 
that Spain relinquish its authority and gov- 
errment over the island and authorizes the 
president of the United States to enforce 
the demands. 

Mr. Cannon, of Utah, opemed the debate 
this morning. He spoke for sharp inter- 
vention, stating that the surest way to 
peace was through the gates of war. 

In accordance with his previous notice, 
Senator Teller offered a substitute for the 
ending Cuban resolution, including a dis- 
tinct disavowal of any purpose of conquest

Today, 
however, under the influence of clear and 
clean-cut statements of those who argued 
for that cause there was a change and all 
the ground that had been lost was regained. 

The climax came shortly before 8 o'clock 
this evening. The scene attending the pro- 
ceedings will never be forgotten by those 
who witnessed it. 

It was known that a vote would be reach- 
ed tonight, hence the senate chamber, 
which had been comfortably filled through- 
out the day, was packed to its fullest ca- 
pacity soon after the sun went down. 

Every senator save one was in his seat 
and the cane bottom chuirs which had teen 
brought in and placed in the space back 
of the desks were occupied by memoers 
of thé house of representatives and other 
persons enjoying the privileges of the floor. 

The seating capacity was not equal to 
the demand, and members of the house 
stood against the wall and crowded the 
space between the desks of senators on ‘he 
back row. 

The galleries presented an unusually at- 
tractive appearance, a majority of the oc- 
cupants being ladies. Official and resident

Senator Davis called up the 
amendments to the committee resolutions 
and allowed them to be disposed of. The 
principal fight came, of course, on the inde- 
pendence resolution, reported by Senutor 
Turple on behalf of the minority of the 
committee. A death-like etillness passed 
over the senate as the momentous roll call 
commenced, As the vote progressed the 
result could eastly be read tn the face of 
the imposing forces There was a smile 
of satisfaction on the faces of the demoa- 
crats and of those republicans who rad 
determined to defy the recommendations 
of their president. 

No Demonstration Followed. 

When the last name on the roll call was 
announced, the stillness was broken by 
a buzz of excitement which permeated the 
entire chamber. Hundreds of persons had 
followed the roll call closely so that the 
result was instantly known and the im- 
portance of it fully realized. 

Vice President Hobart declared the Tur- 
pie amendment adopted by a vote of il 
to 37. 

The advocates of Cuban independence on 
the floor and in the galleries exchanged 
congatulations upon their victory, but there 
was no demonstration because of the threat 
made early in the day by Senator Cock- 
rell to clear the galleries ghould there 
be any manifestation of approval or dis- 
approval of the proceedings. 

Encouraged by the vote just taken there 
was a disposition on the part of the anti- 
administration forces to press forward to 
a final settlement of the conflict.

RING TURNED LOOSE ITS PACK 


But the People Will Show That They 
Are for Henest Methods, 


MUST BE AN END TO TRICKERY 


The Magic City Gives the Ex-Confed- 
erate Colonel a Grand Demon- 
stration and Assures Him 
of Its Support on 
Election Day. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)\—Juet 
after Colonel Candler concluded hig speech 
here today, and while the.echo of the 
cheers of 6,900 people were still creating 
discord in the pine-scente@d atmos- 
phere of this wonderful city, th etrains 
brought morning newspapers con- 
tainting Judge Atkinson's latest published 
letter to the colone}, 

It was a curious coincidence. The judge’s 
mcny-worded attacks upon the colonel ar- 
rived just when every last one of them 
had been nailed as campaign fabrications, 
and when the letter itself, although it had 
never been received by the colone}], had been 
eiven an answer so straightforward, honest 
and manly that even autrPors would 
have conceded, had they been here, that 
1; failed lamentably of its purpose in Irwin 
county—and the whole state, too, would 
have marveled at the audactity of the men 
who could have put such a communication 
in print, had they heard the colonel’s 
epeech. 

Judge Atkinson’s Letter. 

In the judge's letter the colone] was ac- 
cused Of saying one thing in private and 
doing another in public. He was accused 
of denouncing nationa) banks as a candi- 
date for office, and of favoring them as a 
private citizen. He was charged with using 
money corruptly in politics and buying 
votes, while he was preaching the doctrine 
of honest methods and clean politics on the 
stump. He was accused of so many things

that gome few of his hearers, who have

The colonel did not have time to read 
the letter before his train left for the 
north, but he glanced it over hastily. Then 
he said: 

These men are 
trying every possible scheme that long po- 
litical experience and ingenuity can sug- 
ges: to misrepresent me in the minds of the 
people, but against all their skill and their 
power to print, I place simply my private 
and public record. I was seven years in the 
State legislature and eight years in con- 
«ress, and if they can find a single vate of 
mine that Was not in the interest of those 
common people whom Judge Atkinson 
makes fun of, I will retire from the race. 
They know that in my long public service 
I have played the part of an honest man, 
and that if I am elected governor these 
sort of people will have to take their hands 
Out of the state treasury. They want to 
eontinue their present disastrous dynasty 
as long as possible, and the nearer they 
€et to the brink the more they wriggle.

It shows that the people of 
Georgia know me and my record so well 
that every possible agency will have to be 
pressed into service in the effort to de- 
celve them. But the very men who are do- 
ing the work must know by this time that 
their scheme haa failed, and I will be proud 
in the end to be the man to put a stop 
forever to such politics in Georgia.” 

This it what the colonel said when he 
stepped on his train tonight, and the lLit- 
tle group that heard him reached out their 
hands to him in a grip of silent fellowship. 
He spoke in no spirit of anger or resent- 
ment, Dut there was a visible tightening 
of the muscles about his square jaw, and 
an added wrinkle or two in fils broad brow, 
which showed to those who knew the colo- 
nel well that there were breakers ahead for 
the men who are trying to make the people 
of Georgia believe him to be a liar and a 
hypocrite. He is too o!d a man to make 
a new record, and he does not want to lose 
the one he has already made, even with 
the governorship at stake. I would not 
be surprised to see the lie returned in a 
day or two, but the Atkingon letter was 
the only unpleasant incident of a day that 
abounded in pleasant ones. 

The Day’s Reception. 

The colonels reception here was of the 
heartiest character. The crowd which Lis- 
tened to him was the biggest of the cam- 
paign up to date, and his speech was one 
of the sort that makes votes, It was strong, 
logical, pointed, dignified and conclusive. 
Those who heard his reply to the numerous 
and vindictive attacks of the opposition 
did not need to read Judge Atkinson's 
lengthy review of those attacks. They be- 
lieved Candler. There is something in the 
words that Candler utters, and in the way 
he utters them, that js truth itself. <A 
mountain of affidavits or an Atkinson let- 
ter several octavo volumes larger than the 
last one, would not changethem a fraction 
of an inch. 

A gathering of fully 5,000 people faced the 
colonel when he arose to speak this after- 
noon on the big front porch of the Demp- 
sey house. Back of ‘him were a hundred 
or more ladies in bright spring costumes, 
and looking down the broad streets which 
reached in every direction, one could see 
a mile or more of flags and bunting, every 
stitch of it put up In the honor of the one- 
eyed old man whom Judge Atkinson does 
not want elected govergor. The military 
band, which had escorted the colonel up 
from the depot at the head of a long row 
of gayly decorated carriages, had played 
iself out, and when the last note died out 
of the last cornet, Mayor C. C. Goodnow 
arose to call the vast assemblage to order. 
The mayor, standing barehesded in the 
warm sunshine, made a capital little speech. 
He confessed, in the beginning, that be 
occupied his place on the platform because 
of his municipal office, and that in his 
northern home he had always voted the re- 
publican ticket. But in the south, he 
said, he and his thousands of fellow emi- 
grants had learned that it was best to vote 
the democratic ticket in local matters, and 
that if such men as Allen D, Candler were 
to be put up for office it would not be 
long before’ thére were no republican votes 
at all in the Magic City. He paid a high 
compliment to the colonel, and when he 
introduced him as Georgia’s next governor, 
there was prolonged cheering. It was a 
curious audience which faced the colonel 
when he arose to respond. Like him, there 
were men there with only one eye; like him, 
there were men with gfizgzied faces and 
halting gait; Hke him, there were men who 
had heard the whiz of bullets and had smelt 
the smoke of powder, and had yelied the 
shrill yell of battle while they climbed over 
the bodies of dead comrades to get at the 
throat of each other—for most of the colo- 
nel’s hearers were northern veterans. They 
wore G. A. R. badges on their breasts, and 
blue coats with brass buttons. They had 
done their best thirty-five years ago 
to put the colonel’s other eye out, and he 
had done his bést to locate minie balls in 
them where they would do the most good. 
But now they yelled for him, as only old 
soldierg can yell, and they had one thing in 
common which will make it unnecessary for 
either Judge Atkinson or Senator Berner to 
come down here. They had fought to- 
gether, and they knew each other’s mettle. 
One good old northerner by the name of 
Anderson Griffy, himself possessed of but 
one eye, came up to shake hands with the 
colonel, and told him he had enlisted from 
Indiana, the state which furnished most of 
the troops that were fighting about Jones- 
boro in '63, when Candler lost his eye. He 
said if he could see the polling place with 
his limited vision on June 6th he would vote 
for his fellow cripple. 

Colonel Candler’s Speech. 

The colonel’s speech was devoted largely 
to repeating and emphasizing his response 
to the various assaults made upon him 
by the opposition. In the beginning he 
paid a high compliment to the energy 
and enterprise of those who had planned 
and built the city of Fitzgerald and ex- 
pressed his admiration at the result of 
(their endeavors. He spoke of Irwin coun- 
ty as the mother of counties in Geor- 
gia, and referred briefly to the history 
of the state, as showing the conservatism 
of her citizens which had begun a hun- 
dred years ago, and had continued since. 
The state motto of ‘“‘Wisdom, Justice and 
Moderation,” he said, should guide the 
people when they came to elect their chief 
executive, because in these three words 
were expressed all that was needed as a 
candidate’s platform to stand on before 
election, and continue to stand afterwards. 
He thanked Mayor Goodnow for the prom- 
ise of his vote, and said he came before 
his audience as a democrat who loved 
his party as he did his retigion, but who 
respected tbe beliefs of those who differed 
with him. As a candidate for governor 
he sald he stood squarely and openly on 
his individual merits, and that only one 
thing he asked of his adversary was that 
they do the same. He sald he proposed 
to wage a clean and honorable war, and 
that he etill hoped his opponents would 
do the same. He repeated his denuncia- 
tion of dishonest methods in politics, and 
said that the determination he had ex- 
pressed in the beginning to put a stop to 
fhem as far as possibie, if he were elected, 
had so alarmed the little political ring 
that assumed to contro] the state that 
they had issued an edict ordering his de- 
feat. He asked if his audience were for 
him or the ring, and they said they were 
for him in a tone of vwice that ought to 
have reach the Equitable building. He 
said the fashion of vote-buying was an 
imported one, and not native to the Geor- 
gian soil. He declared that both the man 
who bought a vote and the man who 
sold it ought to be disfranchised, and his 
audience cheered the declaration. He said 
the time had gone by in Georgia when @ 
handful of politicians could get together 
on the eve of election day and parcel out 
all the offices in sight, and the audience 
applauded this, too. He said the hope of 
the perpetuity of the government was 4 
pure ballot, and the old soldiers stood up 
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and whooped when he declared that he 
would rather lose the governorship than 
win it by dishonest methods. 

The Record of the Opposition. 

Regarding his opponents personaliy he 
spoke with his usual courtesy, declaring 
‘that they were both goog democrats. He 
did not say very much about Genator Ber- 
ner. The eenator, he thought, ought.to 
point out some derelictions on the part of 
the corporations of the state, in order 
to justify his violent assault upon them, 
and.until he did this he did not think it 
worth while to treat teh senator seriously. 
He said Mr. Berner had been a member 
of the legislature for twelve yeara, and 
not having in that time sought to bring 
any corporation to account, it was cnly 
fair to assume that his present general 
attack upon them was purely for cam- 
paign consumption. In reference to Judge 
Atkinson, the colonel took up one after 
another all the different counts in the 
bill of indictments against him published 
by the judge in the opposition newspapers 
some time ago. He said the judge had his 
full permission to publish any of his cam- 
paign correspondence that he might get 
hold of in any way. Regarding the charge 
that he used money corruptly in politics 
while denopncing political corruption en 
the stump, he gave the judge the ile di- 
rect. He said that he had never in his 
life bought a vote, directly or indirectly, 
or sought to influence an election fllegiti- 
mately, and those who looked into his 
face when he said it knew that he was 
telling the truth. His audience knew It, 
and they sald so noisily, and at some length. 
The charge that he opposed national banks 
in public and favored them in private 
was, he said, another open-faced, beld- 
headed, 18 carat lie. He said he had in- 
troduced a bill in congress ten years ago 
to take the tax off state banks, because 
he believed in competition in money 4s 
well as in anything else, and wanted both 
state and national banks to stand on an 
equal footing. He said he had declined 
to become a director in the Gainesviile 
national bank, of which the Atkinson ietter 
speaks, because he could not afford to 
buy stock tn it, and that some time later, 
when he did become a director in a staté 
bank in Gainesville, the officers of the 
former institution became his bitter per- 
sonal enemies. They gave out the impres- 
sion that the authors of the Jast Atkinson 
letter take advantage of. 

The “Common People.” 

He reviewed his political record at some 
length, and told of his votes in behalf of 
the common people. He began to explain 
what the common people were, and quoted 
the old English law which separated them 
from the aristocracy. 

“You people of Fitzgerald are al] common 
people,” he said. “You have no lords 
and ——'" 

‘We did have one,”’ broke in a voice. 

There was tremendous, laughter at this 
reminder of the unhappy Beresford. 

“And Governor Atkinson gave him to 
us,’’ said a second voice. 

The colonel laughed, too, and then began 
the conclusion of his address by telling 
war stories to the veterans before him. 
He told a lot of them and he told them 
well. His final words were an eloquent 
tribute to the reunited north and south— 
and when he said that if war should re- 
sult from our present international] entan- 
glements it would find the yankee and the 
Johnny marching side by side clothed in 
one uniform, marching under one flag, and 
following alike the brave generals of the 
north and the Fitzhugh Lees of the south, 
there was a round of applause in which a 
couple of score of crutches played a part. 

After the speech the colonel was given a 
reception at the hotel and his entire audi- 
ence passed before him and shook his 
hand. The ladies deluged him with flow- 
ers, and he was almost carried bodily over 
to a photographer’s shop to have his pic- 
ture taken. Later in the day he was driven 
over town by the mayor and some repre- 


sentative citizens and visited some of the .

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DISASTROUS FIRE

More Than $60,000 Werth of the Fleecy 
Staple Destroyed. 


AUGUSTA LOSES A WAREHOUSE 


It Faced the River Beside Historic Old 
St. Paul Church. 


SLOWLY BURNED ALL LAST wniGHT 


Insurance Covers the Losses, but It 
Was Valuable Property and a 
Landmark of Cotton Row. 


Augusta, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—The 
largest fire Augusta has had in several 
years is still in progress and will probably 
be burning all night, but it is entirely un- 
der control and confined within the walls 
of a single cotton warehouse. 

The warehouse is the property of Mrs. 
A. C. Vason, and is valued at $6,000. It 
contained 1,900 bales of cotton, worth about 
$60,000. Fifteen hundre@ bales had been 
bought by J. H. Sloan and 400 by W. Hi. 
Gummy, both representing McFadden. The 
cotton was bought by these buyers and, 
stored in this closed warehouse, from 
which they made shipments from time to 
time. 

A shfpment of several hundred bales had 
been made yesterday and today men had 
been employed in the warehouse untill 6 
o’clock arranging the cotton in tiers from 
floor to roof. 

Tonight when the fire was discovered the 
whole interior of tht warehouse was 
ablaze. A general alarm brought out the 
entire department, but it was impossible 
to do anything more than to hold the fire 
within the walls of the warehouse. The 
metal roof was soon red hot, despite the 
water pouring upon it, and it curled up 
like a scroll, displaying the bales of burn- 
ing cotton within like huge coals of fire 
piled to the roof. 

The warehouse faces the river and 
next to the church yard of historic St. 
Paul's Episcopal On the other 
two sides are other cotton warehouses, but 
the fire will not get outside the UDrick walls 
of the Vason warehouse. The loss will be 
divided among various {nsurance compa- 
nies. The largest policies are $11,500 in the

COUNTY MEETING AT COLUMBUS. 


Democrats of ‘Muscogee Get Together 
and Pass Upon Primary Rules. 


Columbus, Ga., Aipril 16.—(Special.)—The 
county democratic executive committee met 
today, and among other things, passed 
Stringent rules regarding the primaries, 
pursuant to the sentiment to have a clean 
ballot. 

The mass meeting at which delegates to 
the senatorial and congressional conven- 
tions from ‘Muscogee county are to be se- 
lected is to be held on June 23d, the com- 
mittee decided. 

This is the date for holding the primary 
for supreme court judges. On the occa- 
sion of the mass meeting &! new executive 
committee chairman is to be chosen, who 
will select a new executive committee. In 
regard to the eligibility of persons to vote 
at the primary, it was decided to adopt the 
same rules as those adopted by the state 
executive committee. The following feat- 
ures were embodied in the resolutions adopt- 
ed regarding a pure primary: That the com- 
mittee is in hearty sympathy with the 
movement for honest elections, that it is 
ordered that no carriages be used in con- 
veying people to the polls, and that no 
candidate shail directly or indirectly, per- 
sonally or through others, or any other 
valuable consideration, pay money for votes 
or for workers; that if it be shown that any 
candidate has violated the rules, all votes 
cast for that candidate shall be counted as 
void; and that after the election the can- 
didates be required to file affidavits that 
they did not violate the regulations. It 
was decided that these rules shall apply 
also to the selection of delegates to demo- 
cratic conventions.

TREND OF THE DAY'S DISCUSSION 


A Political Move Which Will Be the 
Occasion of Much Discussion. 
General Macon News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 16.—The Bibb county demo- 
cratic executive committee has taken issue 
with the state democratic executive com- 
fhittee. The Bibb committee met today and 
it was thought they would make the néces- 
sary preparations for holding the guberna- 
torial primary on June 6th and would, per- 
haps, order a’ primary for the legislature 
and county officers on the same day, but, 
on the contrary, the committee simply 
adopted the following resolutions, which 
were offered by Mr. W. G. F. Price, and 
the meeting adjourned until May 7th to 
await answer from the state executive 
committee: 

“Whereas, At the last meeting of the 
democratic state executive comm,ttee reso- 
lutions were adopted prescribing rules for 
the ‘guidance of the state primaries, in 
which are found the following provisions: 

“oO That at said nominating primary, 
the several candidates for the nomination 
be voted for directly by the people entitied 
to vote at said primary, the names of the 
candidates being written or printed upon 
the ballot. 

“‘*That the returns of said election be 
made the following day, in each county, to 
the county democratic executive committee, 
who shall canvass the same and declare 
the result, the candidates receiving the 
greatest number of votes in each county 
for the several offices named to be declared 
the choice of the party for said offices. 
And thereupon the delegates to the state 
nominating convention shall be selected by 
the county executive committees of the 
Several counties, from among the friends 
of the successful candidates in said pri- 
mary. The delegates so appointed shall, in 
the state nominating convention, cast their 
votes in accordance with the wishes of the 
party so declared. 


Judicial Primaries and Convention. 


“4. That on the 23d day of June, 1898, 
each county in the state of Georgia shall, 
by primary, select delegates to said conven- 
tion for the nominating of judges, the num- 
ber of delegates to be selected by each 
county to be equal to double the number 
of the representatives in the general asseim- 
bly from each county. 

“These provisions do not commend them- 
selves to the good judgment of this com- 
mittee; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the state executive com- 
mittee be requested to inform this commit- 
tee by what authority they exercise the 
power to prescribe the foregoing, and es- 
pec.ally to repeal or amend that portion of 
sections 3 and 5 which prescribes that the 
delegates shall cast their votes in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the party so de- 
clared—so that the delegates may be em- 
powered to vote so as to avoid a deadlock, 
which might result in obedience to the let- 
ter of the instructions and rules. If no such 
authority exists then the state executive 
committee is respectfully urged to reas- 
Semble and reseind their action as to such 
matters, and that copies of these resolu- 
tions shall be at once sent to the chairman 
=. secretary if carried unanimously.”

There is a disposition with some in Bibb 
for this county to send an uninstructed 
delegation to the gubernatoria] convention, 
and the action of the committee today was 
in the furtherance of this idea. If an unin- 
structed delegation is sent from Bibb, then, 
of course, the people cannot vote direct for 
Candler, Atkinson or Berner, as prescribed 
by the state committee.

Members of the Bibb committee at the 
meeting today took the position that the 
state committee had no right to dictate 
to each and every county in the state 
how they should vote. They declared that 
the state convention which elected the 
state executive committee gave no such 
authority or power to the committee. That 
different conditions exist in different coun- 
ties, and that each county executive com- 
mittee is the best judge as to what plan 
is preferable for the county primary or 
mass meeting, an instructed or wunin- 
structed delegation. The Btbb committee 
also took the position that in compliance 
with the strict construction of the resolu- 
tion of the state committee, that in he 
event of a deaiock in the gubernatorial 
convention the delegates would not be 
privileged to vote for any other candidate 
than the one for whom the counties -n- 
structed, and thus the deadlock would never 
be broken. For instance: If Bibb on June 
6th voted for Candler, and tn the state 
convention Candler, Atkinson and Berner 
has enough votes to he nominated and a 
deadlock ensued, the Bibb delegation wo ild 
not be authorized to vote for either At- 
kinson or Berner, or authorized to vote 
for a dark horse, but must vote continuous- 
ly for Candler and the deadlock continue 
forever 

Mr. Davis replied to this argument to the 
effect that the resolution of the stat© 
committee did not absolutely impose this 
requirement and that when the delegates 
saw that a-deadiock was on and neither 
Candler, Berner or Atkinson could be nom- 
inated, the delegates would then be privi- 
ledged to vote for some outside person. 
Other members ot the county committee, 
however, maintained that the state com- 
mittee’s resolution embraced no such priv- 
flege, and the delegates might not have 
the right to change. 

During the discussion this feature ef the 
situation was also brought out: 

There are two candidates for commis- 
sioner of agriculture and two candidates 
for secretary of state. Will a set of dele- 
gates separate from the governor's be ap- 
pointed for the successful candidate for 
commissioner and the successful candi- 
date for secretary of state? It Was argued 
that the gubernatorial delegates might not 
be friendly to the successful secretary of 
state, and it might not be possible to s0- 
licit a representative delegation who would 
be friendly to each and all the candidates 
for whom the delegation’s county voted. 
But as there are only two candidates for 
commissioner and two for secretary of 
state, there is no chance of a deadlock in 
the convention on these officers, as one is 
bound to have a majority before the con- 
yerition ever meets. If there are unin- 
structed delegations the situation might 
be different.

GEORGIA SOLDIERS ARE READY 


Governor. Atkinson Says tls Men Are 
Prepared to Respond, 


2000 10 GQ FROM THIS STATE 


O_O EEE 


Every State Is Expected To Furnish 
Its Full Quota of Men—May Be 
Sent To Invade Cuba and 
Rush Orders Are Being 
Sent Out. 


The state troops of Georgia will be called 
ypon today or tomorrow to swell the army 
of the United States, and every regiment 
in the state will in all likelihoo@g be order- 
ej out before the end of this week, 

Requisitions have been made upon the 
governors of every state in the union ask- 
ing for their proportionate number of men. 
Governor Atkinson had not received his 
notice from the war department last night, 
but it will probably come through 
mails today. Several of the governors 
have already been notified of the number 
of troops expected of them. 

General Graham said last night that he 
expected the state troops to be called out. 
He said he had no accurate idea as to the 
points where the Georgia troops will likely 
be sent. The troops may be made part of 
the invading army which is being massed 
on the gulf ready to be poured into Cuba. 

Several students of the Technological 
gchoo! here were yesterday ordered to their 
homes in Savannah and Brunswick by their 
captains. All of the students who belong 
to military companies have been notified 
to get ready for war. The troops all over 
the state are ready to Move at a moment's 
notice and the boys are anxiously await- 
ing news. There ts an absolute willingness 
on the part of the young military men to 
respond to any call that may be made. 

About 2,000 men will be expected of Geor- 
gia on the first call. This estimate is bas- 
ed upon the number calle@ for from Ten- 
nessee and other states. The troops will 
not likely be sent away until after the 
final action of congress tomorrow. Gov- 
érnor Atkinson says his men are all in 
good shape, except for the matter of some 
necessary equipments. The war depart- 
ment has announced to the Georgia troops 
that the equipment would be sent for them. 
It is expected that all necessary supplies 
will follow the call upon the soldiers.

A SAWMILL BURNED AWAY. 


H. H. Tift’s Gigantic Plant Near Tif- 
ton Was Completely Demolished. 
Tifton, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—The 
greatest fire. in Tifton’s history occurred 
tonight, destroying the mammoth saw- 
mills of H. H. Tift. It originated from a 
spark from the slab pit about 9 p. m. and 
spread with lightning rapidity. The mills, 
dry. kilns and 100,000 feet of lumber were 
burned at the outset. The fire cut off 
the water supply and the fight had to be 
made with buckets. After a valiant fight 


for four hours, the fire is at last under 
control and the plaining mills and sheds 
With about 1,000,000 feet of lumber are 
saved. Three rnen have been carried home 
unconscious from overheat. Half the town 
Was in great danger for several hours. 
Loss will approximate $30,000, with insur- 
ance of only $4,000.

British Naval Experts Busy Guessing 
What United States Warships 
Will Do. 


London, April 16.—After a momentary fit 
of depression, there has been a sudden re- 
crudescence of optimism in banking circles, 
notably among the banks closely allied 
with the United States. 

Four-fifths of the people, however, expect 
war and think it will be an improvement 
on the present state of uncertainty . They do 
not believe the Sagasta ministry, even if itis 
ready to bow to all the American demands, 
is strong enough to contend with the ris- 
ing storm of Spanish pride or the half- 
veiled menaces of the army and the carl- 
ist pretender. 

So a conflict is expected to be reached 
through Spain resenting the action of Amer- 
ica and by congress declaring that a state 
of war exists, as in the case of Mexico. 
The opinion of the great majority of Eng- 
lishmen is that the United States is !ndispu- 
tably right, and that she is only pursuing 
a course identical with Great Britain’s his- 
torical pol’cy in putting an end to the ap- 
palling misgovernment of Spain, which is 
wholly in the wrong, and they point out 
that England, in a similar position, would 
have been as equally inflamed by humane 
emotions as America is at present. 

Great Britain Alone Friendly. 

The cabinet is expected to meet early 
next week and deal with the question of 
neutral vessels in the event of war. It is 
believed some understanding will be reuch- 
ed between the great powers and that the 
United States is prepared to acquiesce to 
certain conditions, which will not {mpose 
heavy bunilens upon neutral governments. 

Outside of Great Britain the feeling to- 
ward the United States is distinctly hos- 
tile. 

The inspired organs in the continent ex- 
ind’gnation at the way the ‘lnited 
States has “ignored the conceried pow- 
ers,’’ and speaks of the “swaggering Amer- 
ican self conceit.”’ 

The inherent dislike of the continental 
monarchies for the great republic is Que 
to its very great prosperity, which ¥s inim- 
ical to the monarchial prineiple, and this 
dislike is cropping out in all directions, 
probably aided by a threat for a chance for 
or absorbing Spanish-America, 
from which they are at present debarred 
by the long arm of the republic. 

The fact seems to be that the continental 
observers foresee the Mevitable expansion 
of Anglo-Saxonism., 

Guessing What Americans Will Do. 

British naval experts discredit the reports 
that the United States will fritter away her 
forces’ by a simultaneous attack upon the 
different Spanish colonies, They point out 
that Spain has shown her appreciation of 
the most important element of naval) strat- 
egy, namely, ‘that soa power can only be 
upheld by a combined fleet, by her coneen- 
trating a formidable force at Cape Verde 
islands. The naval men anticipate that a 
big engagement between the combined fleets 
will be fought in the neighborhood of Porto 
Rice. 

There is intense excitement among the 
members of the American colony here. The 
thirst for information is so great that a 
private news service has been arranged. 
American ladies are discussing the ques- 
tion of organizing to assist the wounded 
after war is declared. 

It is understood that interesting questions 
will come up in the house of commons on 
Monday relative to neutral ships in the 
event of war.

Ormond Walthall Kills Pete Ivory With 
a Single Blow. 


| 
UNDER GLARING ARC LIGHT 


Weird Scene About the Spot Where 
the Crime Was Committed. 


CORONER WILL WOLD INQUEST TODAY 


Walthall’s Friend Tells How He Saw 
It—The Murderous Rock in Pos- 
session of the Police. 


ITH a heavy rock in his hand, 


the latter cried out: ‘‘Oh, Lordy,’ and fell 
back as dead as if a rifle ball had pierced 
his brain. The murder occurred about 
half-past 11 o’clock at the corner of Pied- 
mont avenue and Auburn avenue, in the 
very center of the street, and the dead man 
lay with his face directly under the arc 
light, his half-open eyes gazing up at it as 
if to catch from its rays the light of life 
again which had been so suddenly ex- 
tinguished. 3 2 

The rock had struck- Ivory just above 
the right temple, and there was a deep, 
jagged hole in the skull, from which the 
blood flowed and formed a pool on the 


belgian blocks. 

Quickly a great crowd gathered and 
pressed close about the dead negro, It 
was a weird and ghastly sight, the people 
peering into the: upturned face, on which 
the rays of the electric light fell fitfully 
as the are swayed in the night wind. A 
squad of police in charge of Captain Jen- 
nings arrived on the scene and kept the 
crowd back while a hurried investigation 
was made. In a few minutes the officers 
ascertained all about the crime, and they 
arrested Preston O'Neal, who admitted he 
was with Walthall when the killing oc- 
curred. Walthall had run off, and the 
officers immediately took steps to catch 
him. 

O’Neal told the following story of the 
murder: 

“Walthall and Ivory had a row down 
town and two men took Ivory off toward 
his home, while I started’ with Walthall. 
They both had to go in the same direction. 

Walthall insisted on going out Edgewood 
avenue, and, as I was afraid of him, I let 
him have his way. He saw Ivory at the 
corner where the killing took place. Ivory 
said to Walthall: ‘I am going to kill you 
as sure as hell." The two men advanced 
until they met in the middle of the street, 
and then they began to fight. I think Ivory 
struck the first lick. Then Walthall struck 
him with something, which I think was a 
bottle: and then Ivory hollered out ‘Oh, 
Lordy,’ and fell down, dead. Walthall ran 
away and I staid right there.” 

The rock with which Ivory was killed 
was found near where he lay, and it is in 
the possession of the police.

Blackshear, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—Dur- 
ing the past week the sea island cotton 
growers and dealers have been conferring 
together for the purpose of making another 
effort to have this commodity protected 
by placing a duty on the importations of 
Egyptian long staple cotton into this coun- 
try. When the Dingley tariff bill was 
pending Hon. A. O. Bacon succeeded in 
having the bill amended in the senate by 
putting a duty of 2 per cent ad vaiorem on 
importations of Egyptian cotton into this 
country. Although this bill would by no 
means have been adequate, it would have 
been a material benefit. However, when 
the bill went into conference for some rea- 
gon which has never been explained to 


_ the sea island cotton growers, this duty 


was stricken, the committee reporting that 
Egyptian cotton is a grade between our 
wpland and sea island and does not com- 
‘pete with it. This action of the commit- 
tee was quite a surprise to the sea island 
cotton growers, as they hardly expected 
any opposition from,.the house after hav- 
ing received an almost unanimous vote 


gm the senate. 


Sea island cotton grown in the interior 
is not in truth sea island, although it bears 
that name. It is a cotton much coarser 
in fiber than the genuine sea island. The 
Past season the total crop of sea island cot- 
ton has been about 75,000 bales, or 25 per 
cent less than last year, but notwithstand- 
ing this fact, the price has declined fully 


s 2 cents lower than last year. 


This is due to the fact that Egyptian 
cotton has been iower in price than it was 
the last season.

In Direct Competition. 

It will be seen from this that the twv 
cottons are in direct competition.

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MR. RALPH J. JENKINS DEAD 


Well-Known Young Man Expiites Af- 


ter a Long Illness. 


FUNERAL WILL OCCUR TODAY 


He Was One of the Most Promising 
Young Men in the State and 
F Leaves Many Friends. 


After a long and tedious illness of typhoid 


fever, Mr. Ralph I. Jenkins, one of the best known gentlemen in the city, 
‘of the firm 


known and most popular young men of 
the city, died yesterday morning shortly 
after 8 o’clock at the residence of his aunt, 
Miss Jennie Inman, 534 .Peachtree street, 
with whom he had resided since his child- 
hood. 

The young man had been ‘ill for over a 
month, and while his friends knew that 
his condition was seri@us, it was not known 
that he would die, and few were prepared

to hear the announcement of his demise. 
Mr. Jenkins was twenty-one years of age, 
having reached his majority only a few 
days ago. 

When he was first seized: with the at- 
tack which resulted in his death it was 
thought that he was suffering from grippe, 
and physicians were summoned to attend 
him. His condition grew worse, and soon 
it was evident that he was. seriously ill. 
It was then discovered that he was suf- 
fering from an attack of typhoid fever, 
and he was treated accordingly. 

All the assistance that science {is capable 
of doing was done for the young man, and 
for a time it was thought that he was 
growing better. A few days ago, however, 
his condition again grew worse and he 
practically never rallied from this sinking 
spell. The end came gradually yesterday 
morning, and when he expired he was sur- 
rounded by his relatives. 

Raiph Inman Jenkins was born at Gaines- 
ville, Ga., on April 7, 1877. His mother, 
who died when he was only a few vears of 
age, was a Miss Inman, a sister of Mr. 8. 
M. Inman, Mr. H. T. Inman and Miss Jen» 
nie Inman. His father died some time 
later, and Ralph was reared by his aunt, 
Miss Jennie Inman. , He graduated from 
the Boys’ High school at the age of fifteen, 
and then attended for two years the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, where he joined the 
Phi Delta Theta college fraternity. 

After his return to this city he accepted a 
position with the firm of Inman, Smith & 
Co., where he remained until about five 
months ago, when he resigned to enter 
the fire insurance business under the firm 
name of Fraser & Jenkins. He wax one of 
the most promising young men in the state, 
and his untimely death will be regretted 
by a host of friends. 

Funeral services will be held at the resi- 
dence of Miss Jennie Inman, 534 Peachtree 
Street, this afternoon at 4 o’clock, and the 
interment will occur at Oakland cemetery.

duties. Indeed, it not long since that 
a young gir) well known was heard to re- 
mark that her neighbor. ‘‘Miss So-and-So 
evidently was not much admired socially, 
because she knew much and had’ so 
much time to read.”’ 

Frequently, too, a bright woman who may 
interestingly carry on a conversation of an 
intelligent nature and not ordinarily based 
On small talk, will find herself accused of 
pedantry and be subjected to interruptions 
of @ peculiar nature as to ‘“‘That's too 
deep for us,” “You are beyond us,” etc. 
Then there are those young women who, 
though they really would like to improve 
their minds, and probably spend a few 
hours of the week with some literary club 
history class or circle of the kind, but are 
afraid it will identify them with those who 
are older, or who, by pursuits in line with 
education, bring down upon themselves 
from the ignorant the accusations that are 
@enerally associated with the ‘“‘blue stock- 
ing element.’ The truth is, with excep- 
tional instances, the young woman who 
lives, moves and has her being in the 
thought of engagements is by no means 
-@ “type of high social life,’ but an unen- 
lightened being, who, after a few seasons; 
losing her beauty, begins to be lonesome 
for companions in the way of thoughts 
and ideas and has upon her face an ex- 
pression that in a language plainer than 
words says, “I am looking for an eligible 
party.’’ The mind, like the bofdy,. requires 
more to sustaigm and develop it than sweets 
and entrees, and the young woman who 
thinks that she can sustdin herself as the 
center of admiration socially by merely 
giving out her impressions of the last party 
and indulging continually in inane small

talk, will find that she soon loses her 
eharm fer even those admirers who require 
little more of her than amusing conver- 
sation. Her mind itself becomes dissatis- 
fied with the food it is given, and becomes 
restiess. This restlessness brings about wah 


many wrinkles a absolute trouble does. 
if there is no mental tonic supplied, what 
can be expected but a restlessness of spirit 
and finally the dissatisfied disposition. 
There iS no doubt that the young weman 
with abnormally advanced ideas is not to 
be encouraged, but abnormally advanced 
and well educated mean two entirely dif- 
ferent things. The woman who fails to ed- 
cate herself and appreciates that educa- 
tion is the basis of enlightenment, and.even 
Civilization is’ so hopelessly ignorant as to 
be a great responsibility to her parents as 
to whether she really appreciates the ditfer- 
ence between right and wrong, and is a 
superfluous appendage to the best element 
ose life. Some women have an

sagas one ovject to extreme ad- 
cated woman, but really this aie refiée- 
tion that not only men them- 
Selves, but their friends among women will 
resent. There is no doubt about it that a 
premium is placed by men upon woman’s 
physical beauty, but all men have as a rule 
the same ideas as to “senseless beauty.”’ 
They are apt to agree with the man who 
is rather blasphemous terms said of a 
beautiful woman that said nothing. ‘She 
is pretty, but she doesn’t know whether 
the crucifixion took place at Calvary or at 
the battle of Gettysburg.” 


There is no excuse for the young wo- 
man of leisure these days not being well 
educated, for if she has negiected to take 
advantage of that pericd of life spent in 
school, she is given every Opportunity to 
make up for it in the libraries, the literature 
and the journalism of the day. The lIt- 
€erary circles, history classes and systems 
of studies pursued in the best of woman’s 
clubs give women an opportunity of edué 
cating themselves. They thus derive that 
knowledge that is more practical even 
than what is actually acquired in school 
life and will produce a wholesome charac- 
ter to a woman's mind, which is ordinarily 
surfeited with home cares or the frailties 
of he? neighbors.

be dead.’’ These are the words and 
about the only words that are spoken by 
Jane Stephens, who, since the recent ex- 
citement on the subject of war with Spain 


commenced, has become demented on that 


subject. 

She was brought before Judge Hulsey 
yesterday to be tried on a writ of lunacy. 
Only a short investigation was necessary 
before a verdict was returned by the jury 
that she was insane and the best thing 
to be done was to send her to the asylum 
at Milledgeville 

In appearance, 4..ss Stephens is about 
forty years of age, well dressed and rath- 
er good looking. Shé does not have any of 
the peculiarities of an insane person, and 
one looking at her would think she were 


perfectly sane. 

A view directly in the eyes betrays the 
symptoms of her disease. Her eyes alone 
show that her thoughts are not entirely 
rational, and the inference can be drawn 
that she may have traces of insanity. A 
conversat@m™@ with her quickly shows that 
she has the one dominant thought—that she 
is Spain and the United States Is persecut- 
ing her. 

Her friends say she has taken a great 
deal of interest in the war situation and 
has read of it and talked of it until she 
has absorbed the ‘strange hallucination 
that she is one of the countries and the 
other is her enemy. 

It is said that about the time the Maine 
was blown up in Havana harbor she was 
suffering from an idea that some one was 
after her and seeking her life. At this 
time it was thought that she was demented 
in a slight degree, but:it was considered 
only a temporary matter and no gserious 
consequences were expected. ’ 

The great excitement attendant upon the 
Maine explosion seemed to take holdof her, 
and with absorbing interest and attention. 
and even almost devotion, she read of 
the accounts and of the daily events that 
happened between the two countries to 
widen the breach of peace. Finally she 
became confused in her ideas and in a short 
time was convinced by her own reason- 
ing that she was Spain. 

Judge Hulsey questioned her closely yes- 
terday. She said she knew she was Spain. 

“Ty am Spain, and if the United States 
kills me, Spain will be dead and the war 
ended. I don’t know how it all happened. 
I thought some one was after me, but I 
did not know who it was. I know that J 
am Spain.” 

Miss Stephens lives in the western part 
of the city and has a number of relatives. 
It is believed her insanity will succumb to 
treatment and she will be sent to Milledge- 


ville at once.

Branan for Low Taxes. 


Let’s see whether Mr. Branan is an ad- 
vocate of low taxes. 

The state rate in 1891 was $5.98 per 3I, 
Rate for 1992 was $4.%. The rate for 1893 
was $4.61. The rate for 1894 was 34.37. 

Mr. Branan was a member of the ‘egis- 
lature in 184, and was a memoer of the 
finance committee, and that committee 
estimated on the tax returns of 18% ¢#s to 
making the rate for 1895 and placed it at 
$4.35. But when the returns were made 
for 1895 there was a falling off of $19,000,000, 
and about the same amount for 18%. So the 
rate was made for 1895 and 1896—$4.56 on the 
$1,000 on account of the falling off of tax 
returns. 

So it is plainly seen that Mr. Branan’s 
connection with the financial committee 
lowered the taxes from $5.08 in 1591, which 
was the highest rate that had ever teen 
in Georgia. Let’s see what the rate was 
when Mr. Felder was a member of the 
legis'ature in 1896 and 1897. The legieiature 
of 1896 made the rate for 1897, which Is 
$5.21. the highest that has ever been, They 
alsa make the rate for 1898, which will be 
$6.21 on a $1.000. Even at that high rate it 
is expected there will be a deficiency on 
account of the reduced tax returns. 

The purchasing power of the dollar Is 
increasing: the tax is increasing, while 
wages and cotton are getting lower and 
the poor getting poorer.

Our Present Naval Strength. 

With the prospect of serious hostilities 
with Spain upon the high s€as, we natur- 
ally feel interested in the progress which 
we have lately made in the matter of in- 
creasing the efficiency of our naval fleet. 

On March 25th last, Congressman 
loss, of Illinois, reported to the house 
on the authority of data obtained di- 
rectly from the secretary of the navy that 
fighting strength upon the 
water consisted of the following pieces: 
Nip irst-class battleships, one second-/, 
two armored cruisers, 
one armored ram, six double turyéted 
monigors, thiri@en ‘protected ¢ ruisers, 
three unprotected cruisers, ten gunboats, 
six composite gunboats, three special 
class gunboats, twenty-two torpedo 
boats, one wooden torpedo boat, five iron 
cruising vessels, eleven wooden cruising

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FRIGHT OF APPEAL 


TO THE COURTS 


Railroads Object to Being Deprived of 
That Privilege. 


| ALL OTHER CITIZENS HAVE IT 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Wants the Powers of a Court. 


ARGUMENT AGAINST THE CHANGE 
Mr. Walker D. Hines States the Posi- 
tion of the Roads Before the 
Senate Committee. 


HE war excitement in Washington has 

interfered to some extent with the ef- 

forts of the interstate commerce com- 
mission to get its powers enlarged. It is 
a hard matter to get a quorwm of any com- 
mittee unless it be one which has under 
consideration questions regarding the Span- 
ish situation or prepafations for war. 

At the last meeting of the interstate com- 
merce committee there were present five 
senators, and they had an interesting ses- 
sion, judging from the report which has 
just been published. In the .frenzy over 
possible war, everything else has to stand 
aside, and so me very important public af- 
fairs are just touched on by the daily press. 
At the meeting referred to, Mr. Walker D. 
Hines, of Louisville, assistant general con- 
sel for the Loulsville and Nashville. Rail- 
road Company, went over the proposed 
amendments thoroughly and pointed out 
wherein they sought to go beyond the orig- 
inal scope of the interstate commerce act, ‘ 
and wherein they were unconstitutional. 

One of the radical enlargements of pow- 
er which was discussed was that which 
seeks to give the commission the powers of 
a court. The existing law does not consti- 
tute the commissiom a court, but plainly 
makes it subordinate to the courts. If the 
commission has reason to believe the law 
is being violated in some respect, it can 
investigate, and if the evidence warrants, 
it can make an order directing the road to 
desist. As has often, occurred in the past, 
the commission may err, and ff the defend- 
ant road so believes, it can go into the 
courts for protection, and ask to be relieved 
of the order. Then it is optional with thé 
court whether the commission's order shall 
be enforced or suspended, the court's deci- 
sion, of course, depending on the character 
of the evidence or the lgw, 

Now one of the thinks which the com- 
mission most desires is the power to en- 
force its orders, leaving the roads without 
any opportunity to get a stay from the 
courts, unless it was clear that the road's 
legal rights ‘had been ignored, 

Here is one of the places where the com- 
mission and the railroads lock horns. rhe 
carriers are evidently going to make a 
strong attempt to retain what they con- 
sider to be a constitutional right. They 
in the past to realize 
what the commission would do to them if 
it ha@ the power, and they are not foing 
to be deprived of that prerogative if they 
can prevent it by argument and explana- 
tlon to the congressmen. 


Asks for a Fair Show. 

Senator Chandler sought to inake {ft ap- 
pear in examining Mr. Hines that the rail- 
roads wanted some advantage or some spe- 
cial privilege, but he stated that adl the 
roads asked was to be given the same 
privileges of going into court which any 
other corporation or an individual has... No 
power except that of a court ean restrain 
an individual citizen from doing anything. 
The following is an extract from the col- 
loquy between the senator from Vermont 
and Mr. Hines: 

“Senator Chandler—What thing is there 
that the railroads may want to do, the pre- 
vention of which by the United States 
would not require the exercise of a judl- 
cia) function by somebody? 

“Mr. Hines—As a matter of fact, I do 
not think anybody can be restrained from 
doing anything except by the courts. 

“Senator Chandler—The proposition is, 
then, that the railroads can do anything 
they like unless they are restrained by the 
courts? 

“Mr. Hines—And so can anybody else. 

“Senator Chandler—No § matter about 
that; but your position fs that, unless there 
are proceedings in court to restrain them, 
any attempt on the part of congress, 
through a commission, to keep them from 
doing it is unconstitutional? 

“Mr. Hines—And anybody else can do 
anything else he likes unless he is restrain- 
ed by the courts in the same’ way. I think 
the railroad is on the same footing as any- 
body else in that respect. : 

“Senator Cnandler—Then no law can be 
passed for their government or control by 
the United States carrying on an interstate 
traffic except as the result of the final or- 
der of a court? 

‘Mr. Hines—No; that As not my position. 

“Senator Chandler—What can the United 
States make them do if they do not want 
to do it, without going into court to do it? 
Name anything. 

‘Mr. Hines—As I say, you have to go to 
the courts to compel anybody to do any- 
thing.’’ 

A Radical Departure. 

The position of Mr. Hines was that there 
ought not to be one law for the carriers 
and another for other corporations or in- 
dividuals. This proposed change in the 
law, he declared, is a radical departure 
from the original enactment, and what it 
was understood to be. He proceeded to 
show that congress never intended to make 
the commission a court, saying: 

“The language of the present law is per- 
fectiy plain on that point, and in the de- 
bates in congress it will be found that the 
arguments that were advanced in support 
of the commission were that the commis- 
sion would be a valuable auxiliary tribunal 
to help the parties to make out their cases 
against the railroads. Those members who 
were most radical in their demands for the 
reguiation of railroads in the most drastic 
manner opposed the commfssion because 
they claimed it had no substantial powers; 
while its advocates responded that its pow- 
er lay in the fact and its usefulness lay 
in the fact that it could make these pre- 
liminary orders, could get up the evidence 
and then could be of great assistance to the 
complainants in making up their case in 
court. 

“On that point there is a report of,the se- 
ject committee of the senate, which was ap- 
poirtted, I believe, in 1885, to investigate 
this question. I made a most elaborate 
investigation, took a great deal of evidence 
and then submitted a comprehensive report 
of over 200 pages, which was printed, and 
in that report, discussing the commission, 
the committee, on page 213, says: 

“Tt $s designed and believed to be a 
valuable auxiliary agency in facilitating 
and procuring the enforcement of whatever 
regulations may be prescribed by congress.’ 

“And on page 214 says: 

“‘*T?Inless the commission itself be consti- 
tuted a court, which the committee does 
not consider expedient, the final determina- 
tion of all contested proceedings instituted 
under any laws that may be passed by eon- 
gress must rest with the courts of the 
United States.’ 

“So that this present proposition to give 
to the commission's orders this effect, with- 
out any, necessity of going into court, is.a 
most Mr. Knapp says

KH 
was with great reluctance, said Mr. Hines, 
that congress reached the point of giving 
the commission power to relieve carriers 
from the long and short haul clause in 
special cases even after investigation. It 
was thought to be a dangerous power. 
“But the question now is to repeal the 
law altogether and let the 
make the law in such cases as it 
proper.” 

A Monopoly of Power. 

Touching the commission’s request for 
power to prescribe rates and to have én- 
tire control of classifications, Mr. Hines 
declared that it would give the commission 
“the fullest power to apportion the com- 
merce of this country as it thinks proper. 
according to what it regards as the natural 
advantages of the different places. At 
present we contend that the intestate 
commerce law prevents absolutely (and 
makes full provision for its enforce nent) 
any railroad subjecting any point on its 
line to any undue prejudice. It requires 
that no undue preference shall be given, 
and we insist that the machinery of the 
law is sufficient to carry it out.

stands, it gives tHe railroads the fullest op- 
portunity to so adjust their rates as to 
develop the whole section of country 
through which they run. Of ccurse I mean 
for *their own interest, as I do not claim 
the railroed does it through any unselfigh 
motive, but the railroads are identified in : 
interest with the locality through which 
they run, and the act permits the railroad 
to so adjust its rates as will be of advan- 
tage to the interests along the line and 
encourage industries along the line. If the 
commission gets the power it wants, if it 
can do what it wants to do at one point, 
and say to the railroad at other points, 
‘You cannot give rates that will interfere 
with what we think ought to be the busi- | 
ness at this point,’ the effect will be to | 
give a monopoly to fhe point the commis- . 
sion thinks has natural advantages. 

“We think it is better to allow the law | 
to remain as it is, which prevents any rail- 
road from giving any wdvantage to any 
one point, but permits the railroads to 
develop the whole country through which 
it runs.”’

‘ a mile wide, and twenty-six 
feet deep, furnishing a good and safe har- 
bor for the largest of the Pacific ocean 
Steamers. The river there is filled with 
BhHipping, and there are hundreds of due- 
out canoes, great rafts and cargo boats 
used by the natives to bring their wares 
from the interior fer sale. 

The Bangkok of Ecuador. 

[ left Guyaquil two days ago and in the 
littke American-built steamer Puigmir: took 
en all-night’s sail up the Guyas into the 
interior. | am now far away from tbe 
cOast, almost at the foothills of the Andes. 
Chimborazo frowns down upon me, and 
I can almost hear the rumbling of the vol- 
cano Cotopaxi. I am in the eity of Baba- 
hoyo, or Bodegas, a city which, like Bang- 
kok, almost ail afioat upon the water. 
The whole isiand is flocded, and many of 
the houses are so built that the people live 
in the second and go from one 
place tO another in canoes. The town prop- 
er, Which contains about 8,900 people, ae 
Streets which are now little more than 
rivers, and in coming from the boat I 
hired an’ Indian to carry me to the high 
lands of the shore on his back. As I went 
my whisky, flask, which [ always carry 
here for medicinal purposes, fell out of my 
pocket Into about five feet of water, and [ 
hired another peon to dive for it. He did 
60, bringing up first the bottle and then 
the drinking cup, which had slipped off 
when it fell. I made him happy by geiving 
him 10 cents for his trouble. The business 

.. part of Babahoyo is a few feet higher 
than the rest of the place, and just now 
the stores are free from water, though in 
crossing the streets you must hug the build- 
ings and balance yourself on the logs and 
bamboo bridges put across from sidewaik 
to sidewalk. The houses are all of two 
stories, the ground floor being taken up 

* with the cave-like stores, and the second 
Btories forming the living quarters. There 
‘Gre, of course, no pavements nor modern 
improvements. Babahoyo has not a sewer 
nor @ gutter in it. Its only bathroom is a 
floating shed upon the wharves of the river, 
in which you may dip yourself down into 
the water with the serious danger of los- 
ing a leg by the nip of an alligator. There 
4s noi a fireplace nor a chimney in the 
whoie town. There is not a giass window, 
for the houses are ventilated on the second 
floor by means of lattice work running 
about the ceiling. The whole front wails 
of the stores are thrown back in the day- 
time, and the ground floors are as open as 
those of Japan. The houses now on the 
Water a few weeks ago were high and dry. 
The ground floor was then used for the 
chickens, donkeys and cattle... Now these 
@re either on platforms higher up, or are 
living with fhe families on the second floor, 
Which is built upon piles so high up that 
the floods do not reach it. 
In the Ecuadorian House. 

There are hundreds of houses here which 
can only be reached in canoes. The chil- 
dren go to school in canoes end the mar- 
keting is done in boats. The most of tiese 
houses beiong to the poorer classes, thovgh 
I shall describe further on my visit to o 
millionaire planter, who cannot now walb 
ten steps from his house without drown- 
ing. The poorer houses consist cf litle 
more than one room, about six feet square, 
built upon piles about ten feet above the

©s, tied to a framework of bamboo 
leaves. The floor is of cane and the cracks 
in it are so many that the women do not 
need to sweep, the dirt of the hourehold 
falling through upon the ground or into the 
As to modern eonveniences in the 
way of water closets, these are practivaily 
unknown among the natives of Ecuador. 
Even in the capital, Quito, a city af 3,0 
or more, the streets are used by the com- 
mon people for such purposes, ard every 
family of respectability, when traveling, 
carries its owk conveniences with it. In 
the houses of the common people there ig 
no privacy whatever, men and women, 
boys and girls, wives and maidens sail herd 
together, sleeping in the same clothes they 
wear in the daytime, lying indiycriminately 
upon the floor or tn the hammocks whick 
form the chief article of the furniture of 
their houses. The cooking is done in clay 
pots on a fire box filled with dirt. The fuel 
is largely charcoal, the pots being 1rilsed 
upon tiles or bricks to aMow room for the 
coals beneath. The chief food of :he <‘rop- 
fecal parts of the country is the potato, or 
the yam, known as the vucea, and plan- 
tains or large bananas. Much rice :a veed, 
being cooked with lard, the most of which 
comes from the United States. ‘Though 
this whole region where I now am 1s filled 
with fine cattle. the people do not seem to 
know anything of butter. The chief cus- 
tomers for tt are foreigners and the <rticle 
most sold {fs the Italian butter in one end 
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| are all strange and tropical. There are 
rubber trees, trees loaded with alligator 
pears and here and there @ great palm 
has hoisted its green head above the others. 
Outside of the insects and birds the si- 
lence is almost oppressive and the soft air 
is heavy with peace and rest, and the rip- 
ple of the water as-our long canoe works 
its Way onward seems to invite us to sleep. 
Now a canoe with ‘a family of Indians 
Passes us and again a great cargo boat 


way to the markets. 
A Millionaire’s Plantation. 

Nearly all the land above which we have 
been traveling belongs to tue millionaire 
planter whom we are to visit. 
get out of the forast we come directly 
into the grazing lands of his plantation, 
The grasa is now under water and his herds 
have been taken to the high lands on the 
edge of the Andes. We are in a wide waste 
of waters, above which here and there the 
tops of the wire fences are to be seen. We 
6ail right over these fences, now and then 
passing tenant houses of bamboo thatched 
with palm leaves. The houses are like 
those of Babahoyo, built high upon plies. 
Under each just over the water there is a 
platform on which the chickens and pigs 
of the owner live within six inches of 
drowning. As we near the great white 
house of the planter we see more and more 


of these houses. We pass a butcher shop 
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two-pound tins. It sells for $1 a pound in 
this money, or about 530 cents in American 
gold. I am told that at this price theie is 
not a great profit to the Italan butter 
makers, for the tariff and the _ selling 
charges are high. 

Through the Forest in a Canoe. 

Landing at Babahoyo, I was for a time 
at a loss how to make myself understood 
by the natives. There was on one about 
who spoke English, and my pure “astillan 
Spanish did not seem to be understood. At 
last, however, I met a German storekeeper, 
a Mr. Kruger, who told me that there was 
and American living in the city. This was a 
Mr. Klein, a carpenter, contractor and un- 
dertaker. I soon found him among his 
coffins. He left his work and devoted him- 
seif to me for the day. Together we went 
to visit one of the biggest plantations of 
Ecuador. This belongs to Mr. Augustine 
Barsgios, a man who owns thousands of cat- 
tle and horses, and who sells something 
like 300,000 pounds of chocelate beans every 
year. The plantation is now all under wa- 
ter, and we had to take a canoe to visit it 
Our canoe was about thirty feet long and 
not over thirty inches wide. It was a dug- 
out and was poled and scuiled by two ivsty 
brown-skinned gondoliers, 


stood at each end of it. Mr. Klein sat in 


the bottom, and I was given a place in the 


center of the canoe, and told to hold myself 
steady. 
aiong through the wide streets of water, 


one of whom. 


Leaving the city we were pushed | 
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. the goods are brought to the town of Sava- 
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passing by huts which seemed to be float- : 


ing on the waves, until at last we moved 
on into the tropical forest. We rowed for 
miles among the tree tops, now grazing a 
great black alligator, and again chat'ered 
at by monkeys, who made faces ai us aa 
they scampered away. The trees were ful! 
of strange birds, which fluttered and cried 
as we went by. Now we get a shat at one, 
a gallareta, a beautiful thing as big as a 
pigeon witha bill like blood, long legs of a 
golden yellow and a plumage of royal Lur- 
ple. 

I try a shot at a crocodile, but the canoe 
trembles as I stand up in it and the ugly 
monster gets away unharmed. There kre 
wild ducks and other birds which I have 
never seen before, and Mr. Klein tells me 
that he often bags a deer on the highlands 
or has a shot at a wild hog or a leopard. 
The ride is beyond description. Under us 
is twelve feet of water, where a few weeks 
ago it was all dry land. The trees make a 
thick arbor-like shade over us and we wind 
in and out through them, now making our 
way along a narrow canal of green and 
then shooting out into a great green-walied 
chamber of water, the trees about which 
are loaded down with Orchids, each of 
which in New York would bring a *sum 
equa] to the wages of the average working 
man. Insects are plenty, bugs and’ ants 
of every description fall upon us as we 
float onward, and Mr. Klein tells me how 
a great snake once dropped down into his 
boat from the branches above. The trees

articles exceedingly dear. I paid $1 a 
pound for canned meats, and a camp bed 
which J carry with me, which would be 
worth perhaps $ at home, cost me in 
Guayaquil $8 of our money. Chairs, which 
could be bought for # cents at home, cost 
here $3. They come in pieces and are put 
together by the furniture dealers. All im- 
ported articles cost a vast deal more in tbe 
interior on account of the exeessive freight 
rates, there being no means for transporta- 
tien over the mountains except on mules 
or on the backs of men. 


From Bodegas to Quito. 


This town of Bodegas or Bebahoyo ts the 
half-way station on the road to Quito. 
Here all goods from the interior plateau be- 
tween the great Andean ranges are brought 
and sent down the river by raft. boat or 
steamer. Just now the floods are guch that 


neta, a day’s ride by canoe, from Bodegas, 
and are brought by water to this point. 
As I write dozens of canoes are being un- 
loaded and their freight carrie@d onto the 
steamer. Picturesque, half-naked peons go 
along the streets with great loads of hides, 
bags of rubber or boxes of lard on their 
back, held there by ropes fastened above 
thelr foreheads, They are natives who have 
carried thelr goods on their backs or upon 
donkeys down the mountains for sale. They 
work more like beasts than men, laboring 
for the mere pittance which I have men- 
tioned above, It ig by such means that all 
freight is carried from the seacoast to the 
capital. It takes twenty-four Indiafts to 
carry a plano, and the cost of the freight 
is greater by thé time they reach Quito 
than the cost of the piano itself. Thus or- 
linary packages of goods put up in boxes 
of 100 pourids each form a load for a mule, 
and such a load from here to Quito costs 
$6 to $7. or from $60 to $70 ner ton. The 
freight on a smal] boiler recently sent was 
$100, and the rates for heavy articles are 


is 1380 miles, and

miles ang you see one of the difficulties of 
developing a trade with interlor Bcuador. 
And still it is said that a good wagon road 
could be made the whole way. The passes 
over the mountains into the valley are 
nearly three miles in height, and the roads 
are mule paths, which at this writjng are 
almost impassable. I had intended to have 
made the journey to Quito and bought @ 
cemping outfit at a const of $5 to do it. 
Here, however, I am told that owing to the 
recent floods it will take at least ten days 
of mule riding through the mud and rain, 
and the Brazilian minister, who has just 
come through from Quito, tells me that he 
had to wade part of the way through wa- 
ter up to his waist. The Ecuadorians may 
well say: “Our roads are for birds, not 
‘There is, in fact,. only one good 
piece of road in all Ecuador. This is about 
seventy miles long, and it runs from Am- 
bata on the plateau to Quito. There ia an 
English stage coaeh which carries you over 
it. and takes you from one point to ane 
other in about a day and a half. Ecuador 
has also about fifty-four miles of railroad. 
This is a narrow gauge running from a sta- 
tion on the River Guyas, opposite Guaya- 
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resting on the water where are killed the 
animals which furnish the meat for the 
planter, and go by a great barn which is 
aiso on piles surrounded by water. We sail 
over the front gate and land am'‘d a lot 
of long steel cocoa boats on the second floor 
of the house, which is a*great three-story 
building, roofed with red tiles. Here we 
are met by the» owner and are made ta 
feel at home He orders a breakfast to 
be prepared for us and puts wine and cog- 
nac before us. His two pretty daughters 
are now called in to entertain us and to- 
gether we all drink to the better relations 
of our continents and our countries. The 
young ladies drink brandy, and when [ pull 
out my flask we all drink again in that 
famous fluid which comes from Kentucky. 

ter on the old man sends an Indian ser- 
vant out to climb one of his cocoanut trees 
to give us a drink of cocoanut milk, and 
then directs his men to guide us in canoes 
to the cocoa orchard and to other parts 
of his estate. 


Labor and Wages in Ecuador. 

TI talk with him as to the profits of farm- 
ing. He says he keeps no accounts, but 
that he leaves all to his foreman and over- 
seers, and that all that is over above the 
expenses is profit. This year he will har\ 


vest 300,000 pounds of cocoa, which at 10 
cents profit a pound will net him $30,000 
from this source alone. 

He tells me he loses a great deal every 
year because he cannot get laborers to 
work for him, and still I em told the men 
on his plantation owe him $260,000 in silver. 
This is to a certain extent his labor capital, 
for the money must be worked out and a 
portion of it is taken every day from the 
wages of his debt slaves. It is said that 
slavery no longer exists in Ecuador. It 
may not exist as it did in the days of 
Pizarro, when the Indians were branded, 
whipped and killed at the will of their 
owners, but it is really in force through 
the debt laws and the habits of the peons 
or laboring classes which cause them to 
keep in debt to their masters. The wages 
are so low that once in debt it is almost 
impossible to get out. Here, near the 
coast, peons get about $8 a inmonth, but in 
the interior they do not receive over half 
this, and one-tenth of their earnings goes 
to the church. The planters give their 
laborers twelve ounces of meat, fourteen 
ounces of rice or beans, a little lard or 
salt a dav. Each also gets a hat, three 
coarse cotton shirts and three pairs of 
cotton pantaloons a year, and a house, 
such as I have described above. Their 
hours of work are from sunrise until sun- 
set, and if a man skips a day this is 
charged to him. The women and children 
must work as well as the men, and if a 
man runs away he is straightway put in 
prison for debt, and stays there until some 
other planter is willing to*pay him out and 
take him into his service. Bven should a 
man get out af debt, the canditions are 
such that he is soon in again. If there is a 
death in his family he has to borrow 
money to bury his dead. If he would be 
married, the priests will charge him # 
for performing the céremony, and if he 
wants a hog or a donkey it is only by going 
into debt that he can get them. As to mar- 
riage, he usually prefers to live without 
the ceremony to paying the marriage fees, 
and today. it is said, on this account 7 
per cent of the births in Ecuador are ille- 
gitimate. Wages in Guayaquil and along 
the coast are much higher than in the in- 
terior. In the citles common workmen get 
75 cents a day; carpenters, from $1.8 to $2; 
masons, painters and blacksmiths, about 
the.same, and men servants employed by 
the month, from $10 to $12, with board. 
Women receive from $6 to $10, — eg

DULL AND DEPRESSED 


Was No Active lndications of Apprehen- 
sion hwaiting Market. 


LIST SHOWED NET DECLINES 


Tobacco Absorbed Large Part of Deal- 
ings and Showed a Sharp Slump. 
Stocks Very Narrow. 


' New York, April 16.—The tone of today’s 
Stock dealings, while dull ard depressed, 
=< no very active indications of appre- 

ension, It was rather a waiting market, as 
70 gp time past. "he transactions, out- 
side of operations by professionals, were 
insignificant. Selling by traders found new 
Seekors and prices consequently yielded 
very readily. On the other hand when the 
professionals turned buyers they found few 
stocks offering and prices, consequently, 
easily recovered. Naturally the net results 
of this kind of juggling from one hand to 
the other and then back again were not 
large, though the day's price movement 
was pretty wide. The opening decline wus 
due ‘to sympathy with London, where 
Americans all showed a heavy tone and 
where Spanish 4s relapsed after Yesterday's 
reoovery, closing within \% of the lowest 
price made last Wednesday in the bear 
raid. European operators had apparently 
lost their confidence in the efficacy of the 
reported project for concerted mediation by 
the powers. The active preparations’ being 
made by the United States admonished ob- 
servers that the congressional differences 
Over the technicalities of the Cuban resolu- 
tion were not expected to interfere with 
the substance of their action involving 
armed intervention. Some slight recoveries 
in the sécond hour were due to covering 
by the shorts, but they were not held and 
the list showed net declines in nearly all 
cases, for the most part confined to frac- 
tions. Tobacco absorbed a large part of the 
dealings and suffered a loss of 9% net on 
very heavy offerings, brought out by the 
recent jump in prices. Sugar, the grangers 
and Union Pacific preferred were the other 
most active features, but the market was 
very narrow.

Clearing house balances 
in New York and most of the paymenis at 
New York custom houses bave been made 
in gold-for several weeks, and New Ycrk 
banks have this week commenced to ship 
gold into tmterior banks which still ccn- 
tinue to fortify their reserves, the availa- 
ble supply of legal tenders having become 
about exhausted. The exports of gold 
from London has raised the discount rate 
there and stiffened exchange on Jandon 
at continental centers, but the zold move- 
ment to New York continues without s:gns 
of abatement. The situation thus ciosed, 
cembined with large liquidation known to 
have occurred in the country, ulve confi- 
dence in the ability of the financial fabric 
to withatand the shock of war.

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


Regarded as Favorable ‘in That Banks 
Wonderfully Strong Position. 


New York, April 14—The Financier says: 
Despite the heavy and continued demand 
for funds from the interior, the clearing 
house banks this week were able not only 
to hold their own in the way of cash, but 
added over two millions to surplus reserves, 
making the latter item the largest reported 
since January Ist. In the light of present 
events, the statement must regarded as 
favorable, since it reveals the wonderfully 
strong position of the banks. Ordinarily it 
would mean lower money rates this week, 
but unless a pacific settlement of the 
Spanish crisis presents itself no such re- 
duttion may be anticipated. The country 
has now imported or engaged over $60,000,000 
of gold, but the New- York banks today 
hold only $2,000,000 more cash than when 
the movement started. The specie received 
has merely replaced the withdrawals by 
interior banks, and it is a problem whether 
the future demand on New York will be 
as heavy as anticipated. Domestic eéx- 
change is at a roopee | discount at interior 
cities, and from all that can be-learned the 
cash withdrawn is not being employed at 
home.

m LESSEN THE HORRORS OF WAR 


stinguished Surgeon Tells How the 
Wounded Soldiers Are Cared for 
While the Battle Rages.

—- 


OW much depends on the employment 

of efficient means for affording assist- 

ance to the wounded in campaigns can 
only be thoroughly understood and appre- 
ciated by those who have had practical 
experience of the horrors of war wpon the 
geld of battle. Not only the future condi- 
tion of the victims of war, as regards suf- 
fering and the usefulness of Iimbs, but 
even the preservation of life itself, is in- 
yolved in the methods which are made use 
of for the collecting and succoring of the 
wounded. 

Te German medical officers reported, 
after the war of 1870-’71, that large numbers 
of men died in the field hospitals three or 
four days after ‘ir admission, not so 
much from the immediate effects of thelr 
wounds as in consequence of the genefral 
exhaustion of vitality following on jong 
exposure on the ficld, which, on sOme occa- 
sions, had. been unavoidable. For the pre- 
yention, too, of the aggregation of the 
conditions of the wounds themselves, as 
well as to insure the possibility of treat- 
ment on the lines of modern surgery, it is 
all-important that wounded men be rapidly 
picked up and carried out of danger of 
further injury, to where nourishment can 
be supplied to them, and their wounds at- 
tended to. 

But. besides this, every feeling of hu- 
manity prompts us to aid the wounded 
soldier at the earliest moment, and to the 
utmost of our power, and to place him 
where he will feel that his comfort and 
his urgent requirements are certain to re- 
ceive that care and attention so necessary 
to his recovery, and so well deserved for 
so strict an adherence to such a duty as 
his, carried, as he has carried it, to the 
extent of risking life Itself.

In the armies of every civilized nation in | 


the world the methods to be employed for 
these purposes are, In modern times, laid 
down by regulation, and in all they are 
based on the same general principles, with 
some slight and unimportant variations 
necessitated by the circumstances of par- 
ticular cases. 

In former times no systematic methods 
for the performance of these important 


duties had been decided on for the English | 


army. Until the year 1877 there was no 
unit in the British army whose special bus- 
iness was to collect and attend to the 
wants of wounded men where they fell 
upon the field. Even at as late a period as 
the time of the Crimean war, the only 
men available for the purpose of helping 
a wounded man off the fleld were the rec- 
imental bandsmen, or his comrades in the 
corps to which he helonged, and no means 
could have been more inefficient than they. 
They had never been taught and 


men, nor, of course, had they any appreci- 
ation of the risk wounded men are ex- 
posed to when moved by inexperienced 
hands. Moreover, their comrades in the reg- 
iment had other work on hand and were 
Ahere for other purposes, 


The First Bearer Company. 


In the year 1877, a committee, with the 
late Sir Thomas Longmore, Colonel Brack- 
enbury, and Major Kemmis, R. A., as mem- 
bers, was assembled in London by the com- 
mander-in-chief. A scheme for a bearer 
company was drawn up by this committee, 
and this was the model on which the bear- 
er company, as at present organized, is 
based. This bearer company was first tried 
in actual warfare in the Zulu war of 1879, 
and (as we learn from Longmore, “On Gun- 
ehot Wounds’’) its “operations were then 
attended with such success—every man who 
fell wounded being at once picked up and 
carried to the rear for surgical aid—that 
the secretary of state for war called the 
attention of the house of commons to them, 
especially to the courage of the bearers, 
who kept close up to the attacking troops, 
and to the rapidity with which all the 
wounded were placed under hospital treat- 
ment.” 

For purposes of description the means 
for medical assistance of sick and wounded 
in a campaign, as laid down by regulation, 
may be divided into three lnes. 

The first lime of assistance is composed 
of the regimental aid and bearer compa- 
nies. 

The second line comprises the field hos- 
pitals and the stationary hospitals on the 
lines of communication, and the third line 
the general hospitals at the base of opera- 
tions, and if the base be on a seaboard, 
hospital ships. 

The first line—the regimental] afd: When 
on. active service every corps or regiment 
has a medical officer attached to it during 
the campaign; four men per squadron, or 
two men per company, are trained, during 
peace time, in stretcher-bearer work—how 
to ft and carry wounded men on stretch- 
ers—and in rendering ‘‘first aid’’ to wound- 
ed on the fleld. The medical officer and 
these trained stretcher-bearers form part 
of the first line of medical assistance, viz, 
the “regimental aid’’; the bearer company 
forms the other part. 

A bearer company is a body of men com- 
posed of the medical staff corps and its re- 
serves (including the militia reserves) es- 
pecially trained and practiced in affording 
first aid to wounded men, placing them on 
stretchers, carrying them to where surgical 
treatment can be given to them, and in 
packing them into ambulance wagons for 
‘conveyance to the field hospitals, It is com- 
manded and administered by officers of the 
army medica] staff. 

The personnel of a bearer company con- 
sists of three officers of the army medical 
staff, one warrant officer, six sergeants, one 
bugler and fifty-three rank and file of the 
médical staff corps. Of the latter thirty- 
two are stretcher-bearers for eight stretch- 
ers at four men each, and the remainder 
are corporals, privates, cooks, servants, etc. 

The transport of a bearer company may 
by either “wheel” or “pack.’”” In the former 
case all the stores, baggage, tents, surgi- 
cal appliances, etc., are carried in service 
wagons of different patterns, and in :he 
latter on pack mules. Wheeled transport 
is used where the nature of the country 
permits of its employment, and pack- mule 
transport under other circumstances, as 
in mountain warface. When wheels trans- 
port is available ten ambulance wagons 
ate supplied for the carriage of the wound- 
ed, each capable of accommodating an 
average of nine men, some ‘ying down 
and some sitting up. When. erly mule 
transport can be used, cacotets and doolies 
or lushai “dandies” sare employed. 

How the Work Is Done. 

The working of the first line of medical 
@ssistance on the field is carried out in 
the following manner: The medical offi- 
cers of corps, accompanied by the irained 
regimental bearers (twelve for a cavalry 
regiment and sixteen for an infantry reg- 
iment) carrying one stretcher for every 
two ten, place themselves in rear of the 
regiments to which they belong. As men 
fall wounded, they are attended to by the 
medical officer as far as may be practi- 
cable, for it is impossible that he can per-

field. 

The sugicgal treatment at this part of the 
battlefield must necessarily be of 'he most 
simple kind, for it ta distinctly loid down 
by regulation that the medical officer and 
the bearers ‘“‘must not lose iouch with 
their regiments,’’ but. must keep close to 
them, and advance and change position 
es they do The duties of che ‘“‘regimental 
aid’ are atrictly confined to those they 
can perform under these conditions: The 
application of “first field dressings’’ (which 
every officer and man carries on his per- 
son) to the apertures in the skin; the ren- 
dering of fractured limbs »rovisionally !m- 
movable, su as to prevent iggravation of 
these injuries by transport, by the use 
of extempurized splints, such as swords, 
bayonets, scabbards, rifles, sticks, etc., 
all of which are sure to be available; the 
controlling of serious hemorrhage by sur- 
gical means, and, possibly, the injection 
of morphia in certain cases. 

Beyond this nothing can be attempted, 
because touch with the regiment must be 
kept up. If, then, a place under cover be 
available, the wounded are carried there; 
if not they must be left on the field. In 
either case they are picked up later by the 
bearers company. 

The bearer company is, in theory, sup- 
posed to werk in rear of the “regimental 
aid,”* but practically the two portions of the 
first line of assistance perform their ¢cu- 
tles in the same part of the fleld, ciose in 
rear of the fighting line. 

The work of a bearer company during 
a battle iscarried on in three sections, 
as it were, at the “dressing station,’’ at 
the “collecting station”’ and by the stretch- 
er squads in rear of the fight. The medi- 
cal officer in command selects a place under 
cover, out of range, or out ofthe line of 
fire. Here the dressing station is estab- 
lished. An operating tent is pitched; the 
surgical equipment of dressing mat?-ials, 
instruments, bandages, etc., is opened cut. 
Antiseptic solutiong-@re prepared, water is 
boiled and everything got in readiness for 
the numerous operations which muy be 
required, and for the general treatment 
of the wounded as soon as they arrive. 
Nourishing food {s prepared, and for this 
purpose a cook forms part of the person- 
nel at the dressing station. A good water 
supply is almost a necessity, put if one 
cannot be obtained the water cart of tke 
company must be utilized. All the surgi- 
cal work at the dressing station is per- 
formed by the surgeon major of the bearer 
company, assisted by one of ‘the junior 
officers. 

The collecting station is the place where 
the wounded are carried by the stretcher 
bearers for transport to the dressing sta- 
tion. It should be as near the fighting 
line as possible, but under cover or out 
of the line of fire. The sites for the dress- 
ing and collecting stations should be so 
selected as to have a road between them 
suitable for the bearer company transport 
and connecting the former with the field 
hospitals in the rear, and they should be 
close together when possible so as to les- 
sen the labors of the transport animals. 
At the collecting station are assembled the 
ten ambulance wagons for the conveyance 
of the wounded to the dressing station 
and on to the field hospitals.. The thirty- 
two stretcher bearers, with their eight 
stretchers, forming two stretcher sections 
of sixteen men and four stretchers each, 
under the command of the second junior 
medical officer, set out from the collecting 
station, pick up the wounded left behind 
by the regimental aid, carry them to the 
collecting station, and having afforded such 
medical treatment as may be necessary, 
load them into the ambulance wagons for 
transport to the dressing station. 

The surgical work 4t and in front of the 
collecting station must, like that of the 
regimental aid, be of the simplest kind. 
At this part of the field no operative pro- 
cedures can be attempted except the liga- 
tion of bleeding vessels, fractures of long 
bones should be put up with extemporary 
splints and open wounds should be covered 
with’ first field dressings, without being 


wiped~or ‘“‘clearéd” in any way or touch-, 


ed by hands or instruments. If more than 
this be done at the front infection of the 
wounds is sure to occur and antiseptic or 
aseptic surgery, the great object to be 
aimed at by surgeons in warfare as well 
as in civil practice, will be rendered im- 
possibie or more difficult at the posts fur- 
ther to the rear. ’ 
At the Dressing Station. 

The amount and the kind .of surgical 
work which must be performed at the 
dressing station will largely depend on 
whether or not the field hospitals are up 
and in their places. If they are close at 
hand and ready for the reception of pa- 
tients, the labors of the medical officers 
will be considerably reduced; but if not, 
all the primary surgical work of the battle 
must be done at the dressing station. In 
either case all the wounds must be dressed 
and rendered aseptic; a large number of 
primary operations will certainly be re- 
quired; the provisional immobilization ap- 
paratus: already applied to fractured limbs 
must be seen to as to its efficiency for its

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As the patients are dressed they are placed 
in the ambulance wagons which, as they 
are filled, are dispatched to the field hos- 
pitals in charge’ of a corporal and a wa- 
gon orderly. 

The second line of assistance is com- 
posed of the field hospitals and the sta- 
tionary hospitals on the lines of communl- 
cation with the base of operations. 

The field hospitals are lightly equipped, 
movable hospitals, capable of being easily 
and rapidly opened out and packed up. 
They are intended only for the temporary 
treatment of one hundred patients each 
and are supplied with wheel or pack trans- 
port, as the nature of the country may ren- 
der advisable. They are divisible into half- 
hospitals, each for fifty men, when this 
may be required. No special hospital diets 
are supplied to them, the field rations, 
cooked as the medical officers may direct, 
and supplemented by such “extras’’ and 
“medical comforts’ as they may order, be- 
ing used in them; they are termed “non- 
dieted hospitals.’’ The bedding consists of 
a blanket and a waterproof sheet for each 
patient, no bedstead being supplied. When 
Suitable buildings are avdilable these hos- 
pitais may be established in’them, otherwise 
the tents are pitched and they should al- 
Ways be placed as near to the dressing sta- 
tion as possible, so az to shorten the jour- 
neys of the ambulances. There must be 
an ample water supply. 

Field hospitals, it must always be re- 
membered, must advance with the divisions 
to which they are attached; during the 
active operations of the troops they are 
intended merely for the temporary accom- 
modation of the wounded immediately af- 
ter a battle. A constant stream of con- 
voys of sick and wounded must, therefore, 
be kept up from them toward the station- 
arv hospitals on the lines of communica- 
tion and the base. When an engagement 
is imminent, the field hospitals must be 
epiptied, so as to be ready to move forward 
and receive the wounded from the battle 
field; and when this is impossible jin the 
ease of any particular hospital, in conse- 
quence of the serious nature of the cases 
occupying it, it must be left behind to be- 
come itself a hospital] on the lines of com- 
munication and an empty hospita] sent 
forward to take its place. 

During and immediately after a great 
battle the press work in a field hospital 
is usually very great. Large numbers of 
wounded men requiring immediate attention 
arrive aimost simultaneously. Food must 
be given to them, many primary operations 
must be performed, fractures must be got 
into position and rendered immovable, 
wounds must be rendered aseptic and dress- 
edj—in a word, all the surgical necessities of 
perhaps a hundred men, some of them 
slightly and some of them terribly injured, 
will require instant consideration and treat- 
ment. These are not, in modern times, 
procedures whieh can be hurredly perform- 
ed, nor in a- perfunctory manner; 
on the contrary, they require, to 
achieve the successful results obtained by 
scientific surgery, almost the same nicety 
of manipulation and care ir detail which 
the bacteriologist expends on his experi- 
ments in the laboratory. Failure in the 
laboratory means only the waste of an ex- 
periment, but failure to keep infection 
from a wound or to render it harmless if 
it be present means pain and suffering 
from surgical ‘infective diswases, loss of 
limbs, and in many cases, of life itself. 


The Stationary Hospital. 


The stationary hospitals on the lines of 
communication are more permanent and 
better equipped establishments than those 
just described. They are “deted hospitals;”’ 
that is, the patients in tkem are fed, as 
closely as may be, according to the usual 
hospital diet scale. They are intended for 
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The number of these hospitals which will 
be required on any particular campaign 
depends naturally on the distance the troops 
advance into the countfy; on, in fact, the 
length of the lines of communca‘ion and 
on the character of the roads and means 
of transport from the front to the. base. 
If a railway be available, if the roads be 
good, or if a waterway can be used, fewer 
of them will be necessary. In any case they 
should be placed as near to the lines on 


| which the sick convoys travel as possible. 


The third line of medical assistance in a 
campaign& consists of the general hospital 
at the base and hospital ships. 

The general hospitals at the base of ope- 
rations are as fully equipped as the similar 
institutions at home, and they are admin- 
istered on the same lines. They accommoa- 
date either 400 or- 30 men. To each is at- 
tached a military depot. Patients are treat- 
ed in them until sufficiently recovered to 
be discharged to the military depots. 
whence they are sent to rejoin their corps 
at the front, or if unlikely to be able to 
take any further part in the campaign, 
they are invalided to England for disposal 
ag permanently unfit for service or for 
further treatment. 
pitals as the number of sick and ‘wounded 
coming from the front require are opened 
at the base. , 

Hospital ships are established at places 
where the situation of the base of opera- 
tions renders it possible, and the circum- 
stances of the campaign make itt advisable 
that they should be employed. They are 
supplementary to the general hospitals at 
the base and are as perfectly equipped as 
station hospitals at home. They accommo- 
date 200 men, with additional spare cots 
for emergencies. In connection with them 
steamships are employed for taking bad 
cases to England or elsewhere; these are 
specially fitted for the reception and treat- 
ment of sick and wounded men. 

Two medical store depots are established 
in most campaigns; one at the base and one 
at the front near the most advanced sta- 
tionary field hospital. The regimental med- 
ical officers, the bearer companies and the 
field hospitals replenish their supniies of 
drugs, surgical materials and instruments 
from the advanced medical store depot, 
and the latter is itself kept fully equipped 
from the one at the base, which receives its 
supplies direct from England. 

All the nursing duties in the field hospt- 
tals are performed by the men of the med- 
ical staff corps, while at the base hospitels 
and in the hosp'tal ships, the ladies of the 
army nursing service are employed as well. 

The above, although a mere sketch of the 
medical arrangements laid down by regula- 
tion, will supply a fairly accurate idea of 
the means which are employed in warfare 
for the care and treatment of the sick and 
wounded. The regulations of the medical 
services give concise instructions as to 
how everything should be done. But rules 
must be made to give way to circumstances 
and regulations cannot, and need not, be too 
rigidly adhered to when other methods of 
arrangement and distribution seem likely 
to produce better results.

fy LESSEN THE HORRORS OF WAR 


pistinguished Surgeon Tells How the 
Wounded Soldiers Are Cared for 


While the Battle Rages. 


OW much depends on the employment 
of efficient means for affording aassist- 
ance to the wounded in campaigns can 
only be thoroughly understood and appre- 
ciated DY those who have had practical 
experience of the horrors of war upon the 
feld of battle. Not only the future condi- 
tion of the victims of war, as regards suf- 
fering and the usefulness of limbs, but 
even the preservation of life itself, is in- 
volved in the methods w hich are made use 
of for the collecting and succoring of the 
wounded. 

Me German medical officers reported, 
after the war of 1870-"71, that large numbers 
of men died in the field hospitals three or 
four days after their admission, not so 
much from the jmmediate effects of their 
wounds as in consequence of the general 
exhaustion of vitality following on long 

_ exposure on the field, which, on sdme occa- 
sions, had. been unavoidable. For the pre- 
yention, too, of the aggregation of the 
conditions of the wounds themselves, as. 
well as to insure the possibility of treat- 
ment on the lines of modern surgery, it is { 
all-important that wounded men be rapidly 
picked up and cafried out of danger of 
further injury, to where nourishment can 
be supplied to them, and their wounds at- 
tended to. 

But, besides this, every feeling of hu- 
manity prompts us to aid the wounded 
soldier at the earliest moment, and to the 
utmost of our power, and to place him 
where he will feel that his comfort and 
his urgent requirements are certain to re- 
ceive that care and attention so necessary 
to his recovery, and so well deserved for 
so strict an adherence to such a duty as 
his, carried, as he has carried it, to the 
extent of risking life Itself. 

In the armies of every civilized nation in 
the world the methods to be employed for 
these purposes are, in modern times, laid 
down by regulation, and in all they are 
based on the same general principles, with 
some slight and unimportant variations 
necessitated by the circumstances of par- 
ticular cases. 

In former times no systematic methods 
for the performance of these important 
duties had been decided on for the English | 
army. Until the year 1877 there was no 
unit in the British army whose special bus- 
iness was to collect and attend to the 
wants of wounded men where they fell 
upon the fleld. Even at as late a period as 
the time of the Crimean war, the only 
men available for the purpose of helping 

@ wounded man off the fleld were the rec-

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sOnally treat them all, and carried to a 
spot under cover, if one be available at @ 
short distance; if not this first post of as- 
sistance must be established as a short 
distance; if not this first post of assistance 
must be established under fire in the open 
field. 

The-sugical treatment at this part of the 
battlefield must necessarily be of 'he most 
simple kind, for it is distinctly loid down 
by regulation that the medical officer and 
the bearers ‘“‘must not lose iouch with 
their regiments,’’ but. must keep close to 
them, and advance and change position 
as they do The duties of the ‘“‘regimental 
aid’ are atrictly confined to those they 
can perform under these conditions: The 
application of ‘‘first fleld dressings’ (which 
every officer and man carries on his per- 
son) to the apertures in the skin; the ren- 
dering of fractured limbs provisionally !m- 
movable, su as to prevent 1ggravation of 
these injuries by transport, by the use 
of extempurized splints, such as swords, 
bayonets, scabbards, rifles, sticks, etc., 
all of which are sure to be available; the

could have been more inefficient than they. | 


They had never been taught and knew 
“mathing of how to move and carry wounded 
men, nor, of course, had they any apprec!i- 
ation of the risk wounded men are ex- 
posed to when moved by inexperienced 
hands. Moreover, their comrades in the reg- 
iment had other work on hand and were 
there for other purposes, 


The First Bearer Company. 


In the year 1877, a committee, with the 
late Sir Thomas Longmore, Colonel Brack- 
enbury, and Major Kemmis, R. A., as mem- 
bers, was assembled in London by the com- 
mander-in-chief. A scheme for a bearer 
company was drawn up by this committee, 
and this was the model on which the bear- 
er company, as at present organized, is 
based. This bearer company was first tried 
in actual warfare in the Zulu war of 1879, 
and (as we learn from Longmore, “On Gun- 
shot Wounds’’) its “operations were then 
attended with such success—every man who 
fell wounded being at once picked up and 
carried to the rear for surgical aid—that 
the secretary of state for war. called the 
attention of the house of commons to them, 
especially to the courage of the bearers, 
who kept close up to the attacking troops, 
and to the rapidity with which all the 
wounded were placed under hospital treat- 
ment.” 

For purposes of description the means 
for medical assistance of sick and wounded 
in a campaign, as laid down by regulation, 
may be divided into three lines. 

The first lime of assistance is composed 
of the regimental aid and bearer compa- 
nies. 

The second line comprises the field hos- 
pitals and the stationary hospitals on the 
lines of communication, and the third line 
the general hospitals at the base of opera- 
tions, and if the base be on a seaboard, 
hospital ships. 

The first ine—the regimental] afd: When 
on active service every corps or regiment 
has a medical officer attached to it during 
the campaign; four men per squadron, or 
two men per company, are trained, during 
peace time, in stretcher-bearer work—how 
to lift and carry wounded men on stretch- 
ers—and in rendering ‘‘first aid’’ to wound- 
ed on the fleld. The medical officer and 
these trained stretcher-bearers form part 
of the first line of medical assistance, viz, 
the “regimental aid’’; the bearer company 
forms the other part. - 

A bearer company is a body of men com- 
posed of the medical staff corps and its re- 
serves (including the militia reserves) es- 
pecially trained and practiced in affording 
first aid to wounded men, placing them on 
stretchers, carrying them to where surgical 
treatment can be given to them, and in 
packing them into ambulance wagons for 
conveyance to the field hospitals. It is com- 
manded and administered by officers of the 
army medica] staff. 

The personnel of a bearer company con- 
sists of three officers of the army medical 
staff, one warrant officer, six sergeants, one 
bugler and fifty-three rank and file of the 
medical staff corps, Of the latter thirty- 
two are stretcher-bearers for eight stretch- 
ers at four men each, and the remainder 
are corporals, privates, cooks, servants, etc. 

The transport of.a bearer company may 
by either “wheel” or “pack.” In the former 
case all the stores, baggage, tents, seurgi- 
cal appliances, etc., are carried in service 
wagons of different patterns, and in :he 
latter on pack mules. Wheeled transport 
is used where the nature of the country 
permits of its employment, and pack-mule 
transport under other circumstances, as 
in mountain warface. When wheels trans- 
port is available ten ambulance wagons 
ate supplied for the carriage of the wound- 
ed, each capable of accommodating an 
average of nine men, some ‘ying down 
and some sitting up. When. erly mule 
transport can be used, cacotets and doolies 
or lushai “‘dandies” sre employed. 


How the Work Is Done. 

The working of the first line of medical 
essistance on the field is carried out in 
the following manner: The medical offi- 
cers of corps, accompanied by the irained 
regimental bearers (twelve for a cavalry 
regiment and sixteen for an infantry reg- 
iment) carrying one stretcher fdér every 
two Men, place themselves in rear of the 
regiments to which they belong. As men 
fall wounded, they are attended to by the 
medical officer as far as may be practi- 
cable, for it is impossible that he can per- 
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controlling of serious hemorrhage by sur- 
gical means, and, possibly, the injection 
of morphia tn certain cases. 

Beyond this nothing can be attempted, 
because touch with the regiment must be 
kept up. If, then, a place under cover be 
available, the wounded are carried there; 
if not they must be left on the field. In 
either case they are picked up later by the 
bearers company. 

The bearer company is, in theory, sup- 
posed to werk in rear of the “‘regimental 
aid,”’ but practically the two portions of the 
first line of assistance perform their cu- 
tles in the same part of the fleld, ciose in 
rear of the fighting line. 

The work of a bearer company during 
a battle iscarried on in three seciions, 
as it were, at the ‘‘dressing station,’’ at 
the “collecting station”’ and by the atretch- 
er squads in rear of the fight. The medi- 
cal officer in command selects a place under 
cover, out of range, or out ofthe line of 
fire. Here the-dressing station is estab- 
lished. An operating tent is pitched; the 
surgical equipment of dressing mat?-ials, 
instruments, bandages, etc., is opened cut. 
Antiseptic solutiong-@re prepared, water is 
boiled and everything got in readiness for 
the numerous operations which muy he 
required, and for the general treatment 
of the wounded as soon as they arrive. 
Nourishing food is prepared, and for this 
purpose a cook forms part of the person- 
nel at the dressing station. A good water 
supply is almost a necessity, put if one 
cannot be obtained the water cart of the 
company must be utilized. All the strgi- 
cal work at the dressing station is per- 
company, assisted by ons of the junior 
officers. 

The collecting station is the place where 
the wounded are carried by the stretcher 
bearers for transport to the dressing sta- 
tion. It should be as near the fighting 
line as possible, but under cover or out 
of the line of fire. The sites for the dress- 
ing and collecting stations should be so 
selected as to have a road between them 
Suitable for the bearer company transport 
and connecting the former with the field 
hespitals in the rear, and they should be 
Close together when possible so as to les- 
sen the labors of the transport animals. 
At the collecting station are assembled the 
ten ambulance wagons for the conveyance 
of the wounded to tte dressing station 
and on to the field hospitals. The thirty- 
two stretcher bearers, with their eight 
stretchers, forming two stretcher sections 
of sixteen men and four stretchers each, 
under the command of the second junior 
medical officer, set out from the collecting 
station, pick up the wounded left behind 
by the regimental aid, carry them to the 
collecting station, and having afforded such 
medical treatment. as may be necessary, 
load them into the ambulance wagons for 
transport to the dressing station. 

The surgical work at and in front of the 
collecting station must, like that of the 
regimental aid, be of the simplest kind. 
At this part of the field no operative pro- 
cedures can be attempted except the liga- 
tion of bleeding vessels, fractures of long 
bones should be put up with extemporary 
splints and open wounds should be covered 
with’ first fleld dressings, without being 


ed by hands or instruments. If more than 
this be done at the front infection of the 


aseptic surgery, the great object to be 
aimed at by surgeons in warfare as well 
as in civil practice, will be rendered im- 
possible or more difficult at the posts fur- 
ther to the rear. 

At the Dressing Station. 

The amount and the kind of surgical 
work which must be performed at. the 
dressing station will largely depend on 
whether or not the field hospitals are up 
and in their places. If they are close at 
hand and ready for the reception of pa- 
tients, the labors of the medical officers 
will be considerably reduced; but if not, 
all the primary surgical work of the battle 
must be done at the dressing station. In 
either case all the wounds must be dressed 
and rendered aseptic: a large number of 
primary operations will certainly be re- 
quired; the provisional immobilization ap- 
paratus: already applied to fractured limbs 
must be seen to as to its efficiency for its 
purpose, and stimulants and nourishment 
must be given to the patients to recover 
them from the more or less profound 
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As the patients are dressed they are placed 
in the ambulance wagons which, as they 
are filled, are dispatched’ to the field hos- 
pitals in charge’ of a corporal and a wa- 
gon orderly. : 

The second line of assistance is com- 
posed of the field hospitals and the sta- 
tionary hospitals on the lines of communl- 
cation with the base of operations. 

The field hospitals are lightly equipped, 
movable hospitals, capable of being easily 
and rapidly opened out and packed up. 
They are intended only for the temporary 
treatment of one hundred patients each 
and are supplied with wheel or pack trans- 
port, as the nature of the country may ren- 
der advisable. They are divisible into half- 
hospitals, each for fifty men, when this 
may be required. No special hospital diets 
are supplied to them, the field rations, 
cooked as the medical officers may direct, 
and supplemented by such “extras’’ and 
“medical comforts” as they may order, be- 
ing used in them; they are termed “non- 
dieted hospitals.'’’ The bedding consists of 
a bdianket and a waterproof sheet for each 
patient, no bedstead being supplied. When 
Suitable buildings are available these hos- 
pitais may be established in’them, otherwise 
the tents are pitched and they should al- 
Ways be placed as near to the dressing sta- 
tion as possible, so as to shorten the jour- 
neys of the ambulances. There must be 
an ample water supply. 4 

Field hospitals, it must always be re- 
membered, must advance with the divisions 
to which they are attached; during the 
active operations of the troops they are 
intended merely for the temporary accom- 
modation of the wounded immediately af- 
ter a battle. A constant stream of con- 
\oys of sick and wounded must, therefore, 
be kept up from them toward the station- 
arv hospitals on the lines of communica- 
tion and the base. When an engagement 
is imminent, the field hospitals must be 
eyiptied, so as to be ready to move forward 
and receive the wounded from the battle 
field; and when this is impossible jin the 
case of any particular hospital, in conse- 
quence of the serious nature of the cases 
occupying it, it must be left behind to be- 
come itself a hospital] on the lines of com- 
munication and an empty hospital sent 
forward to take its place. 

During and immediately after a great 
battle the press work in a field hospital] 
is usually very great. Large numbers of 
wounded men requiring immediate attention 
arrive almost simultaneously. Food must 
be given to them, many primary operations 
must be performed, fractures must be got 
into position and rendered immovable, 
wounds must be rendered aseptic and dress- 
ed—in a word, all the surgical necessities of 
perhaps a hundred men, some of them 
slightly and some of them terribly injured, 
will require instant consideration and treat- 
ment. These are not, in modern times, 
procedures which can be hurriedly perform- 
ed, nor in a perfunctory manner; 
on the, contrary, they require, to 
achieve the successful results obtained by 
scientific surgery, almost the same nicety 
of manipulation and care ir detail which 
the bacteriologist expends on his experi- 
ments in the laboratory. Failure in the 
laboratory means only the waste of an ex- 
periment, but failure to keep infection 
from a wound or to render it harmless if 
it be present means pain and suffering 
from surgical ‘infective diseases, loss of 
limbs, and in many cases, of life itself. 


Fhe Stationary Hospital. 


The stationary hospitals on the lines of 
communication are more permanent and 
better equipped establishments than those 
just described. They are “deted hospitals;”’ 
that is, the patients in tkem are fed, as 
closely as may be, according to the usual 
hospital diet scale. They are intended for 
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The number of these hospitals which will 
be required on any particular campaign 
depends naturally on the distance the troops 
advance into the country; on, in fact, the 
length of the lines of communca‘ion and 
on the eharacter of the roads and means 
of transport from the front to the base. 
If a railway be available, if the roads be 
good, or if a waterway can be used, fewer 
of them will be necessary. In any case they 
should be placed as near to the lines on 


| which the sick convoys travel as. possible. 


The third line of medical assistance in a 
campaign consists of the general hospital 
at the base and hospital ehips. 

The general hospitals at the base of ope- 
rations are as fully equipped as the similar 
institutions at home, and they are admin- 
istered on the same lines. They accommo- 
date either 400 or- 0 men. To each is at- 
tached a military depot. Patients are treat- 
ed in them until sufficiently recovered to 
be discharged to the military depots, 
whence they are sent to rejoin their corps 
at the front, or if unlikely to be able to 
take any further part in the campaign, 
they are Invalided to England for disposal 
as permanently unfit for service or for 
further treatment. 
pitals as the number of sick and ‘wounded 
coming from the front require are opened 
at the base. ' 

Hospital ships are established at places 
where the situation of the base of opera- 
tions renders it possible, and the circum- 
stances of the campaign make it advisable 
that they should be employed. They are 
supplementary to the general hospitals at 
the base and are as perfectly equipped as 
station hospitals at home. They accommo- 
date 200 men, with additional spare cots 
for emergencies. In connection with them 
steamships are employed for taking bad 
cases to England or elsewhere; these are 
specially fitted for the reception and treat- 
ment of sick and wounded men. 

Two medical store depots are established 
in most campaigns; one at the base and one 
at the front near the most advanced sta- 
tionary field hospital. The regimental med- 
ical officers, the bearer companies and the 
field hospitals replenish their supniies of 
drugs, surgical materials and instruments 
from the advanced medical store depot, 
and the latter is itself kept fully equipped 
from the one at the base, which receives its 
supplies direct from FEngtand. 

All the nursing duties in the fleld hospt- 
tals are performed by the men of the med- 
ical staff corps, while at the base hospitals 
and in the hosp'tal ships, the ladies of the 
army nursing service are employed as well. 

The above, although a mere sketch of the 
medical arrangements laid down by regula- 
tion, will supply a fairly accurate idea of 
the means which are employed in warfare 
for the care and treatment of the sick and 
wounded. The regulations of the medical 
services give concise instructions as to 
how everything should be done. But rules 
must be made to give way to circumstances 
and regulations cannot, and need not, be too 
rigidly adhered to when other methods of 
arrangement and distribution seem Mkely 
to produce better results.

What Railroads Spend. 

The ral s of the United States, says 
The Ne ork Sun, expend in a year a sum 
more ‘ $100,000,000 in excess of the total 
expendi of the United States govern- 
ment, and this computation does not in- 
clude nearly $250,000,000 paid in the form of 
interest upon railroad bonds or guaranteed 
stock and from $80,000,000 to $100,000,000 paid 
in the form of dividends to stockholders. 
The railroads, indeed, are the great dis- 


» bursing egencies of the country, handling 


never less than a billion dollars in a year 
and disbursing it all, or practically all, for 
railroads as a rule do not keep large bank 
accounts, and do practically a cash busi- 
ness, turning money rapidly. An estimate 
made by one of the scientific papers a short 
time ago gave as the average annual ex- 
pense of American railroads in maintaining 
the condition of their roadbeds $75,000,000, 
besides $35,000,000 for the purchase of rails, 
ties and sleepers, and $15,000,000 for the 
construction of new bridges. The rail- 
roads of the country spent last year for 
fences, signboards, signals and watch tow- 
Prs $3,500,00@ and for printing and adver- 
ising $8,500,000. Very few persons have an 
accurate idea of the extent to which rail- 
road expenses are to be subdivided, sup- 


posing, probably, that the largest items of.

jes or damages to property. Some of the 
large railroad companies expend as much 
as a quarter of a million dollars in a year 
for the settlement of such cases or the 
payment of judgments recovered. This 
item of expense on all American railroads 
is ordinarily put at about $5,000,000. A seri- 
ous accident may entail on a railroad com- 
pany damages so large as to offset many 
months of profit, and some railroads have 
been crippled for long periods by such 
cases. 
000 railroad employees, 100,000 station men, 
35,000 engineers, 40,000 firemen and helpers, 
25,000 conductors and dispatchers, 65,000 
trainmen, ®,000 machinists, 100,000 shopmen 
other than machinists, 20,000 telegraph op- 
erators and their helpers, 45,000 switchmen, 
flagmen and watchmen and 175,000 track- 
men. The daily pay roll on all American 
railroads combined, officers and _ clerical 
staff included, amounts to about $2,000,000 a 
day.

The Liquefaction of Air. 
From The Electrical Engineer. 

The cheapening of the production of 
liquefied air within recent years and the 
remarkable results achieved therewith 
must have impressed every one who has 
followed up the subject or has witnessed 
a series of experiments, with the future 
possibility of liquefied air. On the same 
evening last week that Mr. Tripler, who 
has so successfully liquefied air in this 
country, lectured beforgmthe New York So- 
ciety of Chemical Ind les on the meth- 
ods of liquefying air, Professor William C. 
Peckham, M. A., showed some highly in- 
teresting and novel experiments with lique- 


fied air.furnished by Mr. Tripler before the | 


Brooklyn institute of arts and sciences and 
the Adelphi college. The very low tempera- 


ture of the liquid, namely, 46 degrees Fahr- 


enheit, enabled Professor Peckham to 
freeze alcohol and mecury, to harden eggs 
and make rubber and all metals prittie, 
With the exception of aluminum. He made 
an ivory ball fluorescent by dipping it into 
the liquid and reduced the resistance of a 
copper coil from 1.5 ohm to .9 ohm. -The 
specific resistance of the liquid is said to 
be eight times that of water, which recalls 
to one’s mind the following ingenious re- 
mark of Professor BPlihu Thomson some 
time ago: “Since ice at only twelve below 
freezing has a specific resistance of over

A per- 
fect copy is thus made automatically by 
the very act of sending and may be re- 
tained like copies in a letter book. Another 
advantage of the device is that it delivers 
the message whether a person is on hand 
to receive it or not, and if he is away 
from his office the message awnite his re- 
turn. Perfect secrecy ig attaina»le by the 
telescriptor, which is not true in the case 
of the telephone. Only one wire ‘s re- 
quired, the earth being employed for the 
return route.

Gad memories come over us about this 
time. The tocsin of impending war carries 
us back thirty-seven years, when Georgia 
and the south everywhere was in @ state 
of feverish excitement-—when the roll of 
drum and the thrilling notes of the fife 


were heard in cities and towns and recruit-, 


ing camps and men, women and children 


all seemed to be wild with patriotic en- 
thusiasm. Only the aged men and women 
were serious and soiemn and silently 
smothered their apprehensions. After the 
state had seceded it was hardly safe for 
a man to talk for the union. Here and there 
could be heard a bold, defiant voice like 
that of Pettigrew, the great lawyer, who, 
when asked by a countryman the road 
that would lead him to the lunatic asylum, 
exclaimed: ‘Any road, sir; every road, sir, 
all the roads, sir. The whole state is one 
vast lunatic asylum.”

In April 
President Lincoln called for 75,000 men to 
suppress the rebellion. In April Virginia 
seceeded from the union, and General Rob- 
ert E. Lee seceded from his allegiance to 
the United States artiy and tendered his 
sword to his state and the confederacy. 
In April President Dayis telegraphed Gov- 
ernor Brown for three companies to march 
immediately to Norfolk, and in twenty- 
four hours a battalion was on the cars 
and arrived there before the Virginia 
troops did. And, last of all, in April Lee 
‘and Johnston both surrendered their ar- 
mies and the war was over. There is a 
world of history, sad, thrilling and glori- 
ous history between the beginning and the 
end. Who that was in it can forget it? It 
grows brighter and grander as the years 
roll on. No wonder the surviving veterans 
wish to meet once more. For thirty years 
their glorious deeds have been tossed about 
as treason and rebellion and a crime, but 
these old soldiers have never surrendered 
their convictions nor felt ashamed of their 
sacrifice. And so let them gather in Atlanta 
in July and have one more embrace and 
confederate again in memories of battles 
lost and battles won and hardships innu- 
merable, and at the last a sad but sweet 
return to home and kindred—a home deso- 
lated and a kindred thinned by death. 

Every train brings news now—news of im- 
pending war—but we are not excited like 
we wehé then. We remember when there 
was no telegraph wire to Rome and the dai- 
ly signal came with the daily train from 
Kingston. If Wiley Harbin, the old engi- 
meer, gave three long, loud, cheering whis- 
tles on his apnroach to town everybody 
waked up for good news and exchanged 
greetings. ‘“‘Lee has whipped ‘em again,”’ 
was the watchword, and the people hurried 
to the depot to meet the train and get all 
the good of it. Two whistles from the 
engine was indifferent news and one was 
bad and sad, but did not come often, for 
old Bob Lee and Stonewall whipped them 
as often as they got at them and would 
have been whipping them yet if our boy 
children had grown up a little faster. We 
almost roobed the cradle and the grave for 
soldiers, and even then got only one for 
three foes. I shall always think they ought 
to have toted fair-with us and fought us 
two to one instead of three—don’t you? 
I wouldn’t have a pension that took three 
to one to win—would you? When I was a 
schoolbcy I had a fight with another boy 
and two of my friends clubbed in and sorter 
helped me, and I never felt so ashamed of 
anything in my life. 

*But old Georgia has never discounted 
her gratitude to her soldiers or their wid- 
ows. She is a long ways ahead of her sis- 
ter states. Last year she paid more to 
‘them than all the other southern .states 
combined paid to theirs. Virginia paid to 
hers $140,000, Alabama $116,000, North Car- 
Olina $113,000, South .Curolina $100,000, Flori- 
da $65,000, Tennessee $638,000, Mississippi $75,- 
000, Arkansas $2,000, Kentucky nothing 
and Texas $38,000, while Georgia paid over 
$600,000. 

Now while we can boast of this, yet Iam 
free to say and dare to say, for I am not 
a candidate for anything limited or un- 
limited, that our pension laws are not just 
and need reforming—Georgia has overdone 
the thing. Pensions should be awarded to 
the needy. and the needy only. The grand 
juries of the counties should distribute the 
pension fund and make selection of the 
poor soldiers and the poor widows and be 
required to add 25 per cent to the fund ap- 
portioned by the state. Considering the 
general depression, the state is paying too 
much. It should be reduced at least one- 
half, and let the counties make up part 
of the deficiency. Where its the justice or the 
propriety of paying a man $100 a year who 
is worth $10.000 or $20,000 while many poor 
inValid soldiers who fought just as hard 
and endured just as much, but did not 
lose an arm or a leg get nothing. I see 
that both Atkinson and Berner, in their 
deciarations, speak of the rewards that 
were promised the soldiers, That is a mis- 
take—nothing was promised nod was any- 
thing expected. They fought for their coun- 
try and $10 a month and hard tack and 
bacon or beef, and that was all they ex-

Colonel 
Trammell, from his long experience, could 
run the whole business and this would 
Save $5,000 a year, besides the secretary’s 
Salary, which is another thousand. If Colo- 
nel Trammel) or his successor needed any 
occasional help td decide new questions he 
might call in the comptroller’ gen- 
eral and the secretary of state, 
who would willingly serve for 
nothing part of one d&y in a month, School 
Commissioner Glenn has that kina of help 
on his board and it costs the state noth- 
ing. Why can’t we do that and save a leak 
of $16,000? Why not? I tell you, my long- 
suffering friends, the government expenses 
have got to be cut down in some way; not 
just a little, but a good deal. “Sine qua 
nons” are bigger things now than sine- 
cures, The people are poor. The preachers 
tell us that a hungry man can’t get rell- 
zion and if he should he can’t enjoy it. If 
we don't stop the leaks the whole dam 
business will burst and wash away and the 
mill can’t grind at all. I remember wel! 
when we had no pensions nor schoo] fund, 
and the people got along pretty well. The 
young men married the young girls and 
left the widows for the widowers. There 
was no Such a word as trousseau In the 
dictionary, but if there were less clothes 
there was more love and fewer divorces. 

But we will talk about these things later. 
when we get to the legislature. I'm not 
going to vote for any man who will not 
promise to cut down the taxes, and we will 
talk about this pension business when the 
veterans meet In July. I was ruminating 
about that day--the anniversary of the 
greatest battle ever fought and the greatest 
victory ever won by confederate soldiers. 
It was a small affair compared with Get- 
tysburg and Shiloh and the Wilderness, but 
its impression on the country and the sol- 
diers was more profound than any other. 
It was like a young mother’s first child— 
none that came after ever created so great 
a sensation. How vivid are the scenes, the 
rapid night march from Winchester, the 
crossing the Shenandoah by §torchlight,. 
wading up to the armpits with euns and 
cartridges held up. I ean see Jimmy Smith, 
the little drummer boy of the Eighth Geor- 
gia, and little MeKosker, bobbing up and 
down over the deep places with water run. 
ning into their mouths, while taller soldiers 
behind them held them steady. I hear the 
shouts of Stonewall Jackson's men as they 
came through the woods and turned the 
tide to victory. I see the willow glade and 
the little branch where Dr. Miller and his 
assistants worked all night with their 
knives and probes and bandages, and every 
little while said, ‘‘next,’’ like the barbers to 
their customers. I see the dead in the pine 
thicket and the wounded placed in the am- 
bulances and hurried to the Lewis house 
for a hospital. I see the New York Zou- 
aves in the field near the old stone house 
on the pike. How thick they laid upon the 
ground—how fat they seemed next morning 
as the burial squads rolled them Into the 
shallow trenches. They had swollen in 
form and feature during the night until 
their corpses filled their loose clothes al- 
most to bursting. 

But when we all meet on the 2ist we will 
talk over the misty past and rejoice with 
those who rejoice and weep with those who 
weep. A sea of tears has already been shed, 
both north and south, but still the chalices 
are not empty nor the hearts of the veter- 
ans seared over by the iron hand of time.

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To Color Natural Flowers Artificially. 
From The Literary Digest. 

The florists’ abnormal “green carna- 
tions’ have called attention to the facility 
with which natural flowers may be dyed. 
The following on the subject ig quoted from 
The Gardeners’ Chronicle, to which it is 
contributed by William Brockbank. Says 
this writer: 

“The excitement about blue carnations 
led my neighbor, Mr. W. Derrington, and 
myseif to endeavor to solve the mystery 
by imitating it, and we soon discovered 
that although towers could not be tinted 
by iminersing them in dye solutions, they 
could readily be colored by placing their 
Stalks in anilin solutions. 

““Anilin scarlet dissolved in water to about 
the transparency of claret has a very rap.d 
action on flowers, coloring them pink and 
Sscariet. Indigo carmine produces beautiful 
blue tints. The two combined dye various 
shades of purple, with curious mottled ef- 
fects, some parts of the flowers becoming 
pink and other parts blue and urple. 
Greens are produced by using the blue dye 
with yellow. We also tried indigo and 
cochineal, with partial success. Lily-of-the- 
valley flowers became beautifully tinged 
with pink or blue in six hours: narcissi 
are changed from pure white to deep scar- 
let in twelve hours, and del.cate shades 
of pink are imparted to them in a very 
short time. Yeliow daffodile are beautiful- 
ly striped with dark scarlet in twelve 
hours; the e*~es of the corona also become 
deeply tinged, and the veining of the pe- 
rianth becomes very strongiy marked. Coe- 
logyne cristata, lapageria alba, calla aethi- 
opica, cyclamens, snowdrops, leucojums 
hycirths, Christmas roses, Solomon's seal, 
tulips and many leaves were found to be- 
come colored very quickly by the process. 

“The more interesting question of how 
this rapid change is brought about soon at- 
tracted my attention and proved extreme- 
ly interesting. The coloration ts mainly 
confined to the vessels. There is a system 
of veins in plants, the vein tubes

of flowers. In these tubes the motion of 
the colored water can be seen, and it be- 
came evident that it was by these that the 
color is conveyed and left in every portion 
of the plans, In the case of cut flowers the 
action is very rapid, the water tubes be- 
ginning at once to absorb the fluid, which 
was passed along by either capillary at- 
traction, contraction, or possibly by some 
more active life-force acting within the 
veins, 

The veins when colored are beautifully 
seen under the microscope as clear tubes 
running in parallel lines, the interspaces 
filled by cellular matter... The tubes grad- 
ually branch out as they proceed and as 
they approach the margins they are finely 
branched. When the colored water reaches 
the margins of the petals they thus become 
deeply tinctured, especially in the narcissi, 
illustrating the cause whereby the daffodil 
so frequently obtains the deeper color at 
the edge of the corona. It is the same 
with the leucojum and the snowdrop. 

“Very singular results wefe obtained in 
the variegated leaves of the aucuba and ivy 
plants, which at the winter season, one 
would suppose had the leaves quite dor- 
mant. Single leaves with their stalks plac- 
ed in anilin dye water began to color in 
They were thus shown 
to have the absorptive power, quite apart 
from the stem.” 

Among the other flowers mentioned by the 
writer which take the artificial colors read- 
ily are white tulips, daffodil, the Christmas 
roses, the double white camellia, white li- 
lacs and primulas,

The many readers and admirers of Mr. 
Henry Wood will gladly weleome the ar- 
rival of such a dramatic and interesting 
piece of fiction as ‘‘Victor Serenus.” The 
author announces in his preface that the 
work is not in agreement with the conven- 
tional requirements of the realistic nove] of 
today. He claims that idealism in fiction 
is artistic, that ‘a didactic element is 
admissible,’’ and that philosophizing should 
have its unquestioned place. 

The story opens with a description of a 
religious procession in Tarsus. The occas- 
ion of the procession is that a babe, Saulus 
Paulus, is forty day old, and in accordance 
the Jewish ritual, was being taken to the 
synagogue for the service of presentation. 
The mysterious, the occult, appear to sur- 
round the infant even at so early a date. 
Before the procession quitted the house 
of Benoni, the father of Saulus, the priest, 
who took the infant in his arms and blessed 
him, was inspired with prophetic utterance. 
In the midst of his declaration that the 
child should “vex the enemies of 
circuméision and bring them to naught,” 
he hesitates, becomes confused, and then 
appears as one in a érance. A voice which 
does not seem his own, utters these words: 
“T behold—judgment—defeat—darkness.. The 
uncircuggcised shall prevail!’’ 

Paul is the only historical character of 
note in the story. Victor Serenus is in the 
beginning a Jew’ of the Dispersion. But he 
washes his hands of the “mint, anise and 
cummin” of the sect of the Pharisees, and 
pleads for spiritual freedom. The contrast 
at this period between the hot, impetuous,

calm, liberal Victor Serenus is presented in 
a masterly manner by Mr. Wood. 

Victor Serenus at an early age adopts 
the doctrine of the gentle Nazarene, and 
his splendid and lofty personality pervades 
the book like a benediction, even Saulus, 
his one-time enemy and persecutor, cries 
out that he has been his life and salva- 
tion, 

In a way that is almost. magical, the 
author has blended art and reéligion, ro- 
mance and mystery, psychology and phil- 
osophy. The book is five hundred pages 
long, yet I am sure that few reflective 
minds will resist its combined grace and 
power. Students of the manners and cus- 
toms of other people's will be richly fe- 
warded by its perusal, while those inter- 
ested in the play of mental and psychical 
phenoma will be fascinated and exulted by 
Mr. Wood’s unfoldment of what he calls 
the spiritual laws of man’s constitution. 

Mr. Wood's philosophy is so well known 
to his reading world, that it seems un- 
necessary to dwell upon it, but as it is 
the basic thought of th story of Victor 
Serenus, I shall make a few extracts from 
the chapter dealing with the conversion 
and illumination of Paul. 

““Hach soul rears its own dwelling place, 
and puts. in furnishings which correspond. 
The objective divine order is good, and 
only good. Those specters and distortions 
which are called wrong, evil and even hell, 
which shrivel and blast human lives, are 
the creations of disorderly and unregulated 
thought forces. The beautiful stuff out of 
which both our inner and our outer para- 
dise may be builded is strewn around in 
endless profusion. It is misdirection which 
makes it ‘evil.’ ”’ 

Again he says, “Hell is corrective rather 
than vindictive, a condition of mind and not 
a place. It is as possible in this realm as 
the next, and Saulus wis there, He was a 
realist, and had lived entirely from the 
outside.”’ 

The victory of what the author calls the 
soul-force of Saulus is fraught with pecu- 
liar interest. The expansion of the inner 
spirit bursts the bonds and standards of the 
outer or material world. When Saulus, 
the persecutor, died, the apostle was born, 
and the light spread westward.

The essays which have been contributed 
to The Philistine Magazine under the nom 
de plume of Dr. Phil,‘ arid written by Mr. 
William McKintosh, the editor of The Buf- 
falo Evening News, have been collected in 
book form of rare taste and beauty by the 
Roycroft Printing Shop. 

These sermons deal with man in hts num- 
berless relations to life; with the paradox 
that seemingly lies at the root of humaz 
destiny; with the doubfs, fears, hopes and 
aspirations of the human soul. From the 
foreword to the closing sermon the reader 
is charmed by the many graces of the eu- 
thor’s lucid, nrvous prose, as well as by 
his liberal, comprehensive attitude to the 
problems discussed, > 

Regarding transition as the, energizing 
spirit of things, Mr. McKintosh does not 
cling to the traditions of the past, though 
always recognizing their place and worth. 
Like Emerson, he regards no virtue ag 
fi ; all are initial. “The virtues of socie- 
ty are vices of the saint. The terror of re- 
form is the discovery that we must cast 
away our virtues or what we have always

esteemed such, into the same pit that con- 

sumed our grosser vices.” 

In this eternal game that we call life, 
Mr. McIntosh reads Home of the Puzzles— 
oneis ‘‘Fromthe beginning mankind has 
been confronte dwith thé problem of hav- 
ing his cake and eating It, too.” 

“The supreme classic of humanity,’’ he 
writes, “is the tale of the prodigal. It ts 
true in all ages, and of all men, Like him 
all have forfeited a heritage of simple 
living and have experience for payment, 
The goods that were to come to him some 
day were put into the wasting fund of riot. 
He knew that blessing when it had flown. 
But the elkder brother—he had no measure 
of such a forfeiture. He Hved in the narrow 
Had he the hare- 
brained junior’s contact with sweet and 
bitter, he might have gauged the father’s 
love. The law he never broke was his 
limit.’’ 

It is difficult to do justice to the wealth 
of experience and reflection in which these 
sermons abound. It is simply marvelous 
how so much spelndid thought can be con- 
densed in what one might call thumb-nail 
sermons—so short are they. 

Mr. McKimtosh’s style is clean-cut as a 
cameo, and clear and pure as a crystal. 
One illustration of ft will suffice: 

“In ,all and under all human purpose, 
limitéd in its achievement by universal 
law that bars man from the infinite, is the 
aspiration that whispers a perpetual prom- 
ise. Blindly we follow it. In our works and 
in our lives we proclaim our undying faith 
in what lives etrnally. The erind of care 
and labor wastes our forces, The unceasing 
operation of change goes on while we 
sleep. But mankind ever seeks the perma- 
nent; and in a thousand forms of petition 
the cry goes up from human souls that 
stand balked at the last barrier: 
“Change and decay in all around I see, 
Oh, Thou that changest not, abide with 

me.”’

It bears the modest title “As It 
Seems to Me.” :

The spirit of all these essays is so fear- 
Jess and original, the humor so subtle, del- 
icate and delicious, that one is tempted to 
dwell upon them separately. But time 
presses and lack of space forbids. So I 
mention first “Why I am a Phillistine.” 

Before the essay is half finished a sym- 
pathetic seeker after truth will shake 
hands with Mr. Hubbard, and when it is 
finished will say with pleased self-appre- 
ciation—as well as appreciation of Mr. 
Hubbard's, way of stating the matter— 
“Why I am a Philistine, too.” 

“The Song of Songs” seems to ask for 
recognition, and should surely have it, 


because it manifests the qualities of jus- no leather bindings; Wut his collection con- 
and understanding. Coupled with tains the best and most serviceatie things 
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these qualities is a clearness of insight 
into the heart of things that suggests 
Whitman. Like Whitman, Mr. Hubbard 
recognizes that ‘fa kelson of creation is 
love.”’ 

The book of Ecclestastes draws me quite, 
though it does not seem to me just as it 
seems to Mr. Hubbard. He closes his in- 
teresting point of view with these words: 
“And it is this superior strength of moral 
fiber, combined with a directness of insight 
into ‘existing conditions which, together 
with its wistful, unswerving honesty 
makes the book so valuable to us. The 
precepts of Koheleth are few and simple; 
they belong to the domain of natural re- 
ligion. Do the duty that Hes nearest thee, 
and leaves the future to God. Our times 
are in His hand.” 

These last words bring Browning vividly 
to mind. What a strange. juxtaposition of 
faith and denial! Browning. claiming, “This 
world is no blot, nor blank, but means in- 
tensely and means goed,’’ ang Koheleth be- 
binning and ending the book of Ecclesiastes 
with the words, “Vanity of vanities, all is 
vanity.” This sentence is its theme, It seems 
to me that everything else the book con- 
tains is only a variation of it. 

That this book is more variously inter- 
preted than almost any other in the Bible 
only adds to its rich and peculiar interest, 
As it seems to me, the philosophy of Koh- 
eleth is of this kind: We have been drag- 
ged out of nothingness, and made to en- 
dure the heartaches and the ‘ills of life, 
only to be tossed back into nothingness ‘at 
last. We may struggle bravely anti hero 
ically, but it is the climbing wave we 
climb. We shall never be able to realize 
the improvement for which we vainly 
Strive. The fruit of our labors we shall 
never taste. We are cast “as rubbish to 
the void.” 

Omar gives us the same bitter wine te 
drink: 


“With them the seed of wisdom did I sow, 


And with my own right hand wrought to 
make it grow: 

And this was all the harvest that I reaped— 
It came like water, and lke wind I go 
Into the universe; and why not knowing, 
Nor whence, like water willy nilly flowing; 
And out of it, as wind along the waste, 
I know not whither, willy nilly blowing.”
